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MANUFACTURERS TAKE UP 
PAINT LEGISLATION. 

The subject of paint legislation is to 
be considered at a conference of the 
trade to be held at the Hollenden Hotel, 
Cleveland, O., on Tuesday of this week 
in order that differences of opinion now 
existing on the subject may be adjusted 
and a better understanding may be 
reached by all the interests variously 
affected. We published last week a 
notice of the call for this meeting is- 
sued by the Paint Manufacturers’ As- 
sociation of ‘the United States, and 
elsewhere in this issue we publish a 
circular letter calling attention to the 
meeting that has been sent out by the 
Eastern Paint Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion, in which letter the attitude of 
that association toward paint legisla- 
tion has been defined. 

The Reporter is glad that, at last, 
the paint manufacturers of the country 
have been roused to the necessity for 
action of this kind, which in effect is 
carrying out the policy suggested by 
the Reporter in the first editorial we 
published on this subject in our issue 
of February 4, 1907, when we pointed 
out that as there appeared to be little 
doubt that legislation of some kind was 
to come, it seemed expedient that the 
manufacturers should take up this mat- 
ter without delay and see that what- 
ever law should be proposed would be 
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so framed that the interests of the 
‘manufacturers were adequately pro- 
tected. 

From the beginning of this discussion 
of paint legislation, which commenced 
shortly after North Dakota had put 
into force the peculiarly drastic law 
in effect in that State, the Reporter took 
the ground that similar laws in other 
States might be headed off if the paint 
manufacturers and others interested in 
the sale of paints would unite and en- 
deavor to rational Federal 
law, along the lines of the Pure Food 
and Drug Law. We did not then be- 
lieve in, nor do we now see the neces- 
sity for a law which should require the 
manufacturer to publish the complete 
formula on every package of paint in 
order to secure the adequate protection 
of the paint purchaser or consumer. 
In our issue of March 25, 1907, in com- 
menting on a bill which Congressman 
Marshall had given notice he would in- 
troduce at the present Congress, model- 
ed on the North Dakota law, so far as 
its for labeling were con- 
we said:—'The Reporter feels 
that the real purpose of national paint 
should be to prevent 
labeling and misbranding, rather than 
establishment of any standard of 
What constitutes ‘pure paint.’”

PARIS GREEN PRICES. 
The price of paris green for the en- 
suing season was made last Saturday 


and the new schedule will be found 
on another page in this issue. The 
bulk cost has been reduced = and 
the differentials remain the same as 
they were last year, that is to say, 
from a half cent advance over the 
bulk price in 100 to 175 lb. kegs to 5 
cents a pound in one-quarter pound 
packages. 

While the price has been reduced, 


buyers in view of the exceptionally low 
prevailing prices of arsenic and sul- 
phate of copper, may think they are 
entitled to even a further considera- 
tion. But it must be borne in mind 
that while the spot price of arsenic to- 
day is down to 4% cents and sulphate 
of copper is quoted at 5 cents, these 
figures are of recent date and that the 
manufacturers of green bought their 
supplies of raw material as far back 
as last summer, long before the panicky 


conditions of the fall, and that they 
paid a considerable advance on the 
present figures. 


Of all lines of dry colors paris green 
is the most speculative and uncertain, 
not because of the possibilities of fluc- 
tuations in the ray materials so much 
the manufacturer has no 
guide as to the probable 
He is in the position of 
a caterer at a summer resort hotel; 
he provides for a hundred guests, it 
rains and finds himself with but six 
to feed, 

While the season was late in opening 
last year, the consumption of green was 
at least encouraging and was unfor- 
by color makers as a 
guide for the probable requirements 
this season. So far, the expectations 
of the manufacturers have not been 
realized and the amount so far ordered 
is far behind what it was a year ago. 
It looks as if they had made the mis- 
take of providing too much green.

The continued quiet in the local mar- 
ket for cocoanut oil has had a depress- 


ing effect, yet both Ceylon and 
Cochin, all things taken into considera-

The strength developed late in the pre- 
ceding year was easily maintained until 
the record price of 10 cents was reached 
in March, Since then; Lowever, the 
course has been ever downward, which 


lends color to the belief that prices 
must have been more or less fictitious. 
Be this as it may, cocoanut oil has 
been steadily declining, and by last 


December had dropped a full 3% cents 
from the high level mark. At the close 
the local market was quoted at 74 
cents. 

The present year, with its heavy es- 
timated production of copra and gen- 
eral lack of demand, does not promise 
great things. Starting at cents 
Ceylon oil was gradually forced down 
until in February it sold on spot at 
6% March the big fire in 
Marseilles destroyed some 4,000 tons of 
copra. Under ordinary circumstances 
this would likely have proved sufficient 
to bring about an advance, but it had 
no effect on the market at this time. 
In fact oil during the month of 
March sold down to 6% cents. The 
present price is 63% cents, and with no 
buying support, and a heavy copra 
the trade might be excused for 
wondering whether we are to have a 
recurrence of the low prices of five 
ago, when Ceylon oil sold be- 
tween 5 and 5% cents.

CERTIFIED CHECKS FOR IN- 
TERNAL REVENUE. 


A strong movement is on foot to se- 
cure the passage of a measure of much 
importance to the drug trade and es- 
pecially to manufacturing druggists 
and other large users of tax-paid grain 
alcohol. This is in the form of a reso- 
lution drawn by Representative Hill, 
of Connecticut, intended to prevent re- 
currence of the embarrassing condi- 
Which accompanied the recent 
currency stringency when certain col- 
internal revenue refused to 
certified checks in payment for 
Mr. Hill's measure is 
drawn in the form of an advisory reso- 
lution and provides:— 

“That it is the sense of Congress that 
the Secretary of the Treasury should, in 
his discretion and under such regulations 
as he may prescribe, permit the receipt 
of certified checks of banks in payment 
of all public dues, the deposit of the same 
in depositary banks and the drawing of 
checks against such depositary accounts 
by the disbursing officers in sub-treasury 
cities and elsewhere.”

THE SCARCITY OF CHINA WOOD 
OIL. 


The position of China wood oil is at 
the present time one of unusual 
strength, Probably nothing written 
about the article could be too bullish; 
and yet there is searcity of the 
voods in the land of production. The 
reason why importers and consumers 
must pay fancy prices for China wood 
oil must be attributed to mere lack of 
foresight. When the panicky feeling 
was rampant last fall everybody call- 
ed a halt to contracts, and declined to

ful if at any price a round lot of 25 
barrels could be secured, and the mar- 
ket has risen to 8 cents a pound, with 
no immediate relief in sight. Just how 
the varnish trade is going to get along 
on ihe limited supplies arriving in the 
present incoming steamers remains to 
for, unlike many other far 
Eastern products, there is no London 
market to fall back on. In this respect 
it will be interesting to note the im-

The experiments in camphor culture 
in Madras Presidency are said to be 
encouraging. The seed was obtained 
in Japan, and the soil and climate have 
proved well adapted for the culture. 
The same report comes from Mysore,

Consul General B. H. Ridgely, who 
is stationed at Barcelona, Spain, notes 
the fact that the value of arsenic ship- 
ments from that country to the United 
States has increased $61,000 during 1907 
as compared with shipments made dur- 
ing the previous year. 


The Mianwali district of the Punjab 


produced last year (1907) 11,022 hun- 
dredweight of alum, which is the 
largest production yet made in that 


district. The imports of alum into In- 
dia during 1906 amounted to 69,044 hun- 
dredweight, valued at $100,200. 


For some time past operations have 
been retarded at the factory of the C, 
P. Cole Glass Company at Lancaster, 
Ohio, owing to a shortage of fuel. More 
recently the difficulty has been over- 
come, and the Ohio Fuel Supply Com- 
pany, Which furnishes the plant with 
gas, is now in position to supply an 
adequate quantity of fuel. 


A partnership to be known as the 
Sugene M. McCann Glass Company, 
has been formed by Eugene M, McCann 
and others to conduct a wholesale win- 
dow glass business at Columbus, O. 
Mr, McCann was formerly in charge of 
the factory department at the Capital 
Window Glass Company’s plant at 
Grogan, a suburb of Columbus. 


What was considered an unusually 
good business for one day in the naval 
stores trade was transacted in Sa- 
vannah at the beginning of the week. 
Sales aggregated 2,000 barrels of spir- 


its of turpentine and 4,000 barrels of 
rosin. This quantity meant that per- 
haps $80,000 worth of goods changed 
hands, Such trading is rather large at 


this part of the season. 


The Barron-Boyle Company, one of 
the oldest paint companies in Cincin- 
nati, is now in the hands of a receiver, 
through a suit filed in the Common 
Pleas Court by the Commercial Gazette 
Printing Company, a creditor to the 
extent of $249.50. The Union Savings 
Bank and Trust Company has been 
named as receiver. Cincinnati banks 
are said to be heavy creditors, 


The Gleason-Tiebout Glass Company, 
ot Brooklyn, has operated its two 
plants full capacity until a week or so 
ago. It had been intended to run three 
furnaces until the end of the season, 
but owing to poor trade conditions, and 
no indication of improvement, the pro- 
duction was curtailed. A large quan- 
tity of glass in warehouses was also a 
factor that caused the company to lim- 
it its output. 


The conference of cottonseed crush- 
ers held in Little Rock, Ark., recently 
by S. P. Davis and H. J. Blakeslee, 
brokers, looking to the building up of 
the export business in Arkansas, was 
in every particular a great success 


and was largely attended. At the con- 
clusion of the business meeting the 
visitors were banqueted at the Hotel 


Marion, S. P. Davis presiding as toast- 
master, and a most enjoyable evening 
Was spent. 


It is understood that the Semet- 
Solvay Company and the Solvay Proc- 
ess Company have extended their joint 
improvement 5 per cent, debentures, 
due November, 1908, for ten years, 
through the banking house of Messrs. 
Tailer & Co., of this city. The Semet- 
Solvay Company and the Solvay Proc- 
ess Company havé been constructing 
and operating coke ovens for the re- 
covery of the by-products of coal, such 
as tar, ammonia, ete., and also manu- 
factured alkali products. 





Consul-General Henry B. Miller sends 
from Yokohama a newspaper state- 
ment that the Mitsui concern is carry- 
ing out the plans for the new celluloid 
enterprise in Japan. It is capitalized 
at $1,000,000 gold, but only $350,000 is to 
be called for at present. The demand 
for celluloid in Japan has increased of 
late, its importation now amounting to 
$500,000 per annum. As yet there are 
only two small celluloid factories in 
Japan. The company also plans to 
manufacture artificial silk and other 
chemical products, 

The German steamer Lacisz, of the 
German-Australian Steam Navigation 
Company, which left Colombo on the 
3d inst, for Continental ports, has, ac- 
cording to a wire received by Messrs. 
Freudenberg & Co., grounded near 
Aden and is believed to be a complete 


wreck. No lives have been lost. No 
further particulars are yet at hand. 
The vessel took away from Colombo 
1,000 tons of plumbago, cinnamon, 


desiccated cocoanuts, cocoanut oils, ete. 


She is a vessel of 5,157 tons, and was 
comparatively a new vessel, being 
built in 1901. 








The Mound Bayou Oil Mill and Man- 
ufacturing Company, recently reported 
incorporated with $100,000 capital stock, 
contemplates beginning erection of its 
buildings in June. 


The Weil Chemical Manufacturing 
Company, of Pine Bluff, Ark., has been 
incorporated with $50,000 capital stock 
by 8S. C. Weil, D. L. Franklin, H. Fell- 
heimer and others. 


The Gaseo-Nitrite Manufacturing 
Company, of St, Louis, Mo., has been 
incorporated with $50,000 capital stock 
by Ralston T. Wilbur, Richard H. Mur- 
phy and Richard Payne, 


W. B. Battelle, of the American 
Window Glass Company selling de- 
partment has left the employ of that 
company. He has been connected with 
the American for many years. 


The tank factory at the Whitney 
Glass Works, Glassboro, N. J., will 
be placed in blast within a _ short 


time. This factory will replace the 
one recently destroyed by fire. 
The middle tank at the American 


Window Glass Company’s factory was 
put in operation recently at Jeanette, 
Pa. With the starting of this tank 
the entire plant is now working. 


Benjamin A. Gage, of Cleveland, O., 
receiver for the Amalgamated Window 


Glass Workers of America, has of- 
ficially notified all creditors to file 
their claims on or before October 1, 


1908. 


Albert H. Wolf, a Chicago architect, 
has filed a suit against the Heath & 
Milligan Mfg. Co. for $21,027 alleged to 
be due for services as architect in con- 
nection with the company’s new paint 
factory. 


It is desired to sell the interest of 
the Heath & Milligan Mfg, Co, in the 
Baltimore Paint and Glass Company, 
and a hearing on this petition was had 
before the referee in bankruptcy on 
Friday last. 

Owing to some technicality in the 
agreement between the ‘Commercial 
Club of Hartford City, Ind., and the 
American Window Glass Company, re- 
garding the enlarging of the plant 
there, some of the subscribers are re- 
luctant to contribute to the subsidy of- 
fered for that purpose. The terms 
called for a resumption of operations 
last fall, but certain difficulties pre- 
vented this until the spring. The Com- 
mercial Club, which has charge of the 
collection of the subscriptions, will 
probably be able, it is said, to meet all 
deficiencies that arise, 


The Mineral Wells Oil Mill Com- 
pany have completed a cottonseed oil 
mill at Mineral Wells, Tex., at a cost 
of about $35,000, and the making of 
cottonseed oil has commenced. It is 
stated that the enterprise will be a 
great benefit to the farmers of Palo 


Pinto county, as it is the only cotton- 


seed oil mill in the county. The ma- 
chinery in this mill is of the latest 
modern style, extracting the oil from 


the seed by the “cold process,” which 
does not require previous cooking of 
the seed before they are run through 
the rolls and the oil pressed out. 


Advices from Hanover, Germany, re- 
port unsatisfactory conditions in the 
window glass industry in Belgium. To 
aggravate the position of manufactur- 
ers the Antwerp Steamship Syndicate 
has advanced freight rates from that 
port on shipments to the Orient and 
India. The manufacturers’ association 
has taken steps to secure a reduction 
in these rates, but thus far they have 
had no success. At the present time 
demand for glass in Belgium is weak, 
stocks heavy and prices are tending to 
a lower level. Of the twenty-eight 
manufacturing concerns in Belgium, 
with a total of forty-one tanks, four- 


teen, with seventeen tanks capacity, 
are out of blast. 
George McCully, of Mt. Vernon, O., 


has been appointed receiver for the Mt. 
Vernon Window Glass Company of 
that city. This appointment was the 
result of a suit filed by Adolph Wuch- 
ner. The defendants in the case are 
the Mt. Vernon Glass Company, 
Courtland Van Camp, R. P. Van Camp, 
E, Erk, W. E. Grant, trustee of mort- 
gage bonds for the Farmers and Mer- 
chants’ National Bank of Mt. Vernon; 
H. S. Campbell, Fred Sperry, Clifford 
Sturgeon, the Upham Gas Company 
and James F. Adamson. The plaintiff 
stated that the valuation of the plant 
and other properties is about $35,000 
and that the indebtedness of the com- 
pany is approximately $25,000. 


Henry M. Whelpley announces that 
the Missouri Pharmaceutical Associa- 
tion meets June 9.

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OBITUARY. 


John D. MeGlincey. 


After a short illness, the result of an 
apoplectic stroke, John D. McGlincey died 
at his home in South Orange, April 16. 
Mr. McGlincey, who was one of the well 
known members of the New York paint 
and color trade, had been identified with 
that business for nearly fifty years. He 
was born in Brooklyn, Dec, 6, 1841, where 
he received his early education, and he 
finished his studies in Montreal, 

At the age of fourteen he entered the 
employ of Baxter, Bell & Co., which at 
that time was one of the largest firms 
in the paint and color trade in this city. 
He served in various capacities with that 
concern until 1861, when he joined the 
Fourteenth Regiment, N. Y. V., with 
which organization he served through the 
Civil War. On his return from the front 
Mr. McGlincey again was employed by 
Baxter, Bell & Co., being placed in charge 
of the sales department of that company. 
He remained with that firm for several 
years. In 1870 Mr. McGlincey formed a 
partnership with William H. Wills, who 
is now connected with the Matherson 
Lead Company, and entered into the man- 
ufacture of paints and colors. The fac- 
tory was located in Furman street, 
Brooklyn, and offices were opened at 81 
Fulton street, this city. Later Mr, Mc- 
Glincey became known as a_e general 
broker in the paint and whiting trade. 
About ten years ago he disposed of these 
interests and devoted himself to the im- 
porting of chalk, china clay and whit- 
ing. As an importer of clay he was 
closely associated with china and pottery 
manufacturers. Mr. McGlincey had _ re- 
sided in South Orange for more than 
twenty years. From the time he first 
took up his residence there he became as- 
sociated with the leading citizens, He 
was intensely interested in local politics 
and in all public improvements. He was 
a member of the Church of Our Lady of 
Sorrows there, and was also prominently 
identified with the South Orange Veter- 
ans’ Association, Orange Council, Knights 
of Columbus, and Long Island City Coun- 
cil, Royal Arcanum. 

Mr. McGlincey had few, if any, radical 
ideas about business, but on one point 
he did insist. That was the maintenance 
of his offices at 81 Fulton street, in spite 
of the changes in the district. At the 
time he located in that vicinity it was 
the center of the paint trade, but later 
developments eventually made that point 
rather remote from the center of the mod- 
ern paint and color trade. From time 
to time efforts were made by his friends 
in the business to have Mr. McGlincey re- 
move to a more favorable location, but 
he contended that his first business suc- 
cesses were met in his old offices, and 
on that account he refused to make a 
change. Funeral services were held in 
Mr. McGlincey’s home church, and burial 
was in the Holy Cross Cemetery, Brook- 
yn,

Paint Bill Introduced in U. §, 


Senate. 


MARSHALL BILL NOW UNDER DISCUS- 
SION AT BOTH ENDS OF THE CAPITOL. 
Washington, April 24, 1908. 

A movement to secure the co-operation 
of the Senate in the campaign for honest 
paint legislation heretofore begun in the 
House, has been set on foot by Senator 
Heyburn, of Idaho, chairman of the Sen- 
ate Committee on Manufacturers, who has 
introduced a bill identical in nearly all 
important particulars with Representative 
Marshall's measure. Senator Heyburn’s 
action is highly significant, as he is the 
chairman of the Senate Committee having 
jurisdiction of the subject, and the simul- 
taneous consideration of the paint bills 
at both ends of the Capitol will mate- 
rially expedite the legislation desired by 
some branches of the trade, The Commit- 
tee on Manufactures will hold a meeting 
in the course of a few days, at which 
will be arranged the program for the 
consideration of Senator Heyburn’s bill 
and the Reporter’s correspondent is in 
position to state that full hearings 
will be accorded the trade before the 
pending measure is taken up for action 
in executive session. 

‘The introduction of Senator Heyburn’s 
bill at this time is the outcome of a 
suggestion made at a recent hearing be- 
fore the Senate Committee on Manufac- 
tures on a minor bill for the amendment 
of the pure food and drug law. On that 
occasion Senator Heyburn expressed the 
opinion that the principles embodied in 
the pure food and drug act should be ap- 
plied to paints. This suggestion was 
heartily indorsed by Senator Dupont, of 
Delaware, who is an experienced and 
highly successful manufacturer. Subse- 
quently Senator Heyburn made an _ in- 
quiry to learn whether steps had been 
taken in either House to prepare an hon- 
est paint bill, and learning that Repre- 
sentative Marshall had been active in the 
matter, procured a copy of his original 
bill. The Dalzell bill was presented in 
the House a few days later and this 
measure Senator Heyburn also examined 
with much care. Fortunately at this 
juncture, the elaborate hearings before 
the House Committee on Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce were held, which, as 
is now well known to the Reporter’s 
readers, resulted in the drafting of the 
perfected Marshall bill, a copy of which 
was immediately transmitted to Senator 
Heyburn, 

It is altogether probable that if Sen- 
ator Heyburn had been able to secure a 
copy of the official report of the hearings 
before the House Committee prior to in- 
troducing his bill, he would have adopted 
the revised Marshall measure without any 
change whatever. Not having the report 
of the hearings before him and not hav- 
ing had an opportunity of conferring with 
Mr. Marshall, he decided to make a few 
changes in his bill. Only two of these 
are of real importance, and there is rea- 
son to believe he will abandon them when 
more fully advised of the reasons which 
induced Mr. Marshall to adopt the pro- 
visions to which they relate. 

Section 1 of Senator Heyburn’s bill dif- 
fers from the Marshall bill in two par- 
ticulars of no special importance. With 
a view to including within the scope of 
the law the District of Alaska, the exact 
political status of which is somewhat un- 




































certain, this section makes it unlawful 
for any person to manufacture ‘‘within 
any Territory or District of the United 
States, any paint, turpentine or linseed 
oil which is adulterated, etc.”’ The 
Marshall bill specifies ‘“‘any Territory or 
District of Columbia,’ and in both meas- 
ures Section 12 provides that the term 
‘Territory’ shall include the insular pos- 
sessions of the United States. Section 1 
of the Marshall bill makes it unlawful 
for any person to manufacture any paint, 
turpentine or linseed oil ‘‘which is adul- 
terated or unlabeled’ within the meaning 
of the act, but Senator Heyburn, doubtless 
through excess of caution, has _ inter- 
polated the term ‘‘mislabeled,’’ making it 
unlawful to manufacture goods “adul- 
terated or mislabeled or unlabeled,’’ Sec- 
tion 1 of the Heyburn bill therefore reads 
as follows, the language stricken out of the 
Marshall bill being included in brackets, 
while the new matter interpolated by 
Senator Heyburn is printed fn capitals:— 


“That it shall be unlawful for any person to 
manufacture, within any Territory or District 
of [Columbia] THE UNITED STATES, any 
paint, turpentine or linseed oil which is adul- 
terated or MISLABELED OR unlabeled with- 
in the meaning of this act; and any person 
who shall violate any of the provisions of this 
section shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
for each offense shall, upon conviction thereof, 
be fined not to exceed five hundred dollars or 
shall be sentenced to one year’s imprisonment, 
or both such fine and imprisonment, in the 
discretion of the court, and for each subse- 
quent offense and conviction thereof shall be 
fined not less than one thousand dollars or 
sentenced to one year’s imprisonment, or both 
such fine and imprisonment, in the discretion 
of the court.’’ 


The second section of the bill, which 


in this act shall prohibit a manufacturer of 
paint, turpentine or linseed oil to sell upon a 
written contract to a consumer, for use only 
on products of his own manufacture, goods 
MISLABELED OR unlabeled as to their in- 
gredients, but bearing conspicuously the print- 
ed statement that they are made in accordance 
with a private formula: Provided, That no 





paint, turpentine or linseed oil made in ac- 
cordance with a private formula, under a 
written contract, shall be sold by the con- 
signee or used upon any buildings 


In Section 3, which authorizes the Sec- 
retaries of the Treasury, Agriculture and 
Commerce and Labor to make uniform 
rules and regulations for carrying out the 
rovisions of this act, Senator Heyburn 
1as made a very important change, strik- 
ing out of the Marshall bill the words, 
“including provision for fair disposition of 
stocks on hand at this time this act takes 
effect.’’ It will be remembered that this 
clause was inserted in Section 3 by Mr. 
Marshall after the hearing before the 
Hiouse Committee and to meet a valid 
objection urged by the representatives of 
the paint trade. In explanation of Sen- 
ator Heyburn’'s action, it can be stated 
that he regards it as more expedient to 
provide for the disposal of the stocks on 
hand by deferring the taking effect of 
the law to a reasonable future date than 
to delegate to the executive departments 
the framing of a regulation which would 
have the force of law. In other words, 
he believes that the honest paint statute 
should be complete in itself and should 
not be dependent for its execution upon 
the propriety or validity of departmental 
regulations. 

No changes have been made by Senator 
Hieyburn in Section 4, which relates to the 


| collection and examination of specimens, 
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prohibits interstate commerce in adul- 
terated, mislabeled or unlabeled goods, is 
as follows, the language omitted from 
the Marshall bill being included in brack- 
ets and the new matter indicated by cap- 
itals:— 

“Sec. 2. That the introduction into any 
State or Territory or District of [Columbia] 
THE UNITED STATES from any other State, 
Territory or District of [Columbia] or from 
any foreign country or shipment to any for- 
eign country of any paint, turpentine, or lin- 
seed oil which is adulterated, MISLABELED, 
or unlabeled within the meaning of this act 
is hereby prohibited; and any person who shall 
ship or deliver for shipment from any State 
or Territory or District of [Columbia] THE 
UNITED STATES to any other State or Ter- 
ritory or District of [Columbia] THE UNITED 
STATES or to a foreign country, or who shall 
receive in any State or Territory or District 
of [Columbia] THE UNITED STATES from 
any other State or Territory or District of 
{Columbia] THE UNITED STATES or foreign 
country, and having so received shall deliver 
in original unbroken packages, for pay or 
otherwise, or -offer to deliver to any other per- 
son any such article so adulterated, MIS- 
LABELED, or unlabeled within the meaning 
of this act, or any person who shall sell or 
offer for sale in the District of Columbia or 
ANY DISTRICT OR Territory of the United 
States any such adulterated, MISLABELED, 
or unlabeled articles, or export or offer to ex- 
port the same to any foreign country, shall 
be guilty of a misdemeanor, and for such of- 
fense be fined not exceeding two hundred dol- 
lars for the first offense, and, upon conviction 
for each subsequent offense not exceeding 
three hundred dollars or be imprisoned not ex- 
ceeding one year, or both, in the discretion of 
the court: Provided, That any paint, turpen- 
tine, or linseed oil shall not be deemed adul- 
terated or required to be labeled within the 
provisions of this act when intended for ex- 
portation to foreign countries when MARKED 
OR LABELED IN A MANNER not in con- 
flict with the laws of the foreign country to 
which the same is intended to be shipped; but 
if any of said articles shall in fact be sold or 
cffered for sale for domestic use or consump- 
tion, then this proviso shall not operate as an 
xemption from any of the other provisions of 
this act; and provided further, That nothing 
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hearings before the Department of Agri- 
culture, ete., nor in Section 5, which 
makes it the duty of district attorneys to 
bring proceedings against persons reported 
to them for violation of the law by the 
Secretary of Agriculture. 

The most important change in_ the 
Marshall bill made by Senator Heyburn 
is found in Section 6, sub-division (a), 
fron which he has stricken out the pro- 
viso added by Mr. Marshall after the 
hearing before the House Committee to 
the effect that the term “paint’’ shall 
not include varnishes, japans and driers. 
As above intimated, it is believed that if 
Senator Heyburn had been fully advised 
of the information developed at the hear- 
ing before the House Committee he would 
not have rejected this exemption. He did 
not confer with Mr. Marshall regarding it, 
but concluded after a perusal of the 
Marshall bill that there was no inherent 
reason why an exception should be made 
in favor of any particular class of ma- 
terials. It 1s quite probable that after he 
has received the information imparted to 
the House Committee he will appreciate 
the force of the trade’s objections and 
will consent to modify this bill in line 
with the Marshall measure. 

No changes are made by Senator Hey- 
burn in Section 7, which defines adultera- 
tions; Section 8, which prescribes the 
form of label; or Section 9, which relates 
to guaranties. In Section 10 the only 
modification is a slight verbal change 
similar to that made in Section 1 to in- 
clude Alaska. Sections 11, 12 and 13 of 
the Marshall bill are unchanged in the 
Heyburn measure. 

It is signficant that Senator Heyburn 
has not changed the provision of Section 
13, which is to the effect that the act shall 
be in force and effect from and after one 
year from the date of its passage and ap- 
proval. This provision, considered in con- 
nection with the striking out of the caluse 
in Section 3 authorizing the joint board 
of secretaries to provide for the fair dis- 
position of stocks on hand at the time 
the law goes into force, would indicate 


that in Senator Heyburn’s opinion twelve 
months would suffice to work off all 
stocks on hand at the time the new law 
becomes effective. In this connection it 
should be borne in mind that should the 
Marshall bill become a law it would not 
affect stocks in the hands of retailers 
which were shipped into the State where 
held prior to the date when the law be- 
came effective, nor would it apply at any 
time to goods sold in the State in which 
they were manufactured. It is therefore 
apparent that in considering the dispo- 
sition of stocks on hand the conditions 
surrounding manufacturers and jobbers 
alone need be considered. It will be un- 
derstood that the new law upon taking 
effect would apply immediately to manu- 
facturers or dealers in the District of 
Columbia or the territories, but from a 
commercial standpoint this is a relatively 
unimportant feature of the problem, 
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Views of the Eastern Paint Man- 


facturers’ Association. 


The following circular letter was issued 
by Benjamin Moore, president of the East- 
ern Paint Manufacturers’ Association, un- 
der date of April 22, addressed to the 
paint manufacturing industries of the 
United States:— 

PAINT LEGISLATION. 


To the Paint Manufacturing Industries of the 
United States 


Dear Sirs:—Owing to the fact that an invl- 
tation has been extended to many firms en- 
gaged in paint manufacturing and allied in- 
dustries, to attend a conference at Cleveland 


on April 28, 1908, at the Hollenden Hotel, at 
10 a. m., the Bastern Paint Manufacturers’ 
Association desires to inform the paint trade 
generally just exactly where it stands on the 
matier of paint legislation, 

Lest there should be any doubt as to the 
attitude of the above named association, it is 
the unanimous sense of this organization, ex- 
pressed in a resolution adopted at a regular 
meeting held on April 2, 1908, in New York 
eity:— 

“That we oppose all pernicious paint legislé 
tion and that this organization does not _be- 
lieve that such paint legislation is inevitable.”’ 

We invite your attention to the enclosed 
pamphlet containing an extract from the ad- 
dress made by a member of our association 
at the hearing on the Marshall bill before the 
Committee on Interstate and Foreign Com- 
merce at Washington, April 7, 1908, which 
briefly expresses the sentiment of this asso- 
ciation and some of the reasons why paint 
legislation should be opposed. 

This association was brought into an active 
participation of this matter of paint legisla- 
tion because of the apparent determination 
upon the part of the Legislative Committee 








of the Paint Manufacturers’ Association to 
push a so-called compromise bill at Washing 
ton and in State legislatures Our belief is 
that paint grinders generally do not sym- 
pathize with this action and we deem it only 


fair to those attending and not attending the 
conference at Cleveland that they understand 
our position in the matter 

Our association has already succeeded in de- 
feating legislation in a number of Eastern 
States, and this has been accomplished with- 
out advocating any compromise or without in- 
curring any expense whatsoever.

The Olive Oil Conference, 
MEETING AT APPRAISERS’ STORES OF 
CUSTOMS OFFICIALS, IMPORTERS AND 
CONSUMERS — CONCLUSIONS AR- 
RIVED AT \NOTHER MEETING 
CALLED FOR NEXT TUESDAY. 


The committee appointed at the meet- 
ing of the olive oil importers last Tues- 
day consisting of seven representatives of 
the various trades here and one each 
from Boston, Philadelphia and Provi- 
dence, together with representatives of 
the worsted, woolen, silk and soap indus- 
tries, met in conference on Wednesday at 
the United States appraisers stores. Mr. 
Henry Clapp, acting appraiser, presided, 
and the interests of the committee were 
in charge of T. 8S. Todd. 

The government was represented by Dr. 
Moore, chief chemist; Mr. Lexow, govern- 
ment consul; Mr. Petrie, assistant ap- 
praiser of the Tenth Division, and Messrs. 
Kline, Parker and Murphy, examiners of 
Olive oil at the ports of New York, Bos- 
ton and Philadelphia. 

The session was of extraordinary length 
for a conference of this kind and the com- 
mittee was greatly indebted to Appraiser 
Clapp for the courteous and business-like 
manner in which he conducted the hear- 
ing, affording thereby an opportunity to 
all interested to be heard at length. The 
result may be summarized as follows:— 

That the present method of sampling 
imports at the several ports was not uni- 
form. 

That while the method of examination 
Was to a certain extent the same, a dif- 
ference regarding the quality to be graded 
as fit only for manufacturing by the vari- 
ous examiners, was apparent, 

That the methods of and facilities for 
examining were inadequate and physical- 
ly impossible, 

That the examiners in grading were in- 
fluenced more by the recent decisions of 
Appraiser McClelland rather than the de- 
cisions of the courts. 

That the examiner, in view of the law, 
would be compelled to continue his pres- 
ent standards unless instructed by the de- 
partment to interpretate the law more lib- 
erally. 

That denaturing without further infor- 
mation of a practical nature from the 
consumer would not be practical. 

That the necessities and requirements 
of the trade were for a grade of oil of a 
quality equal to, if not superior, to that 
upon which duty had been recently levied, 

That this season at least a grade of oil 
that would pass free was not obtainable 
except in insufficient quantities to meet 
the demand, 

That if the present grading was justi- 
fied, then the examiner would be justified 
in returning all imports as dutiable as a 
literal interpretation of the law would call 
at ' as fit to eat, in the sense now ap- 
plied, 

That the lowering of the standard of 
quality would not result in curtailing 
fraudulent importations, as they would 
still continue of a quality to conform 
with the grade passing free.

CHINA CLAY.—There was less in- 
quiry for china clay, but trading on 
the whole was fair. Demand was for 
goods for prompt or nearby delivery, 
consumers evidently not wishing to 
take on supplies for distant delivery 
without the certainty of disposing of 
goods. A continued firm undertone to 
prices was in evidence, all grades be- 
ing held on the basis of $11.50@18 per 
ton, as to quality and quantity, with 
American at $8@9 per ton. There were 
arrivals of 100 casks. 

FULLER'S EARTH.—Fuller’s earth 
remained quiet, only necessary small 
quantities being taken up by consum- 
All grades remained steady, how- 
ever, and prices were fully maintained 
on the basis of 80@85e. for 100-lb. lots. 

PUTT Y.—Increased activity was 
again noticeable in putty. Several 
large orders for spot and nearby de- 
livery were received, and indications 
were for a continuance of good busi- 
ness. Consumers were still reluctant 
to take on supplies for forward de- 
livery, and as a consequence no ad- 
ditional contracts were received, Im- 
provement is looked for along this 
line, nowever, as the spring advances. 
Firm prices were repeated on all 
grades, on the basis of $1.20@1.45 per 
100 pounds for commercial, $1.50@1.55 
for pure, $1.75@2 for linseed oil, and 
$2.25@3 for white lead, as to quantity, 
less the usual discount terms. 

TALC.—Quiet continued to rule in 
tale. Only a few meager parcels were 
taken up, and these were for imme- 
diate delivery. In spite of the absence 
of active demand, sellers remained firm 
as to prices, and refused to shade $15 
@25 per ton for American, $18@25 for 
French, $25@40 for Italian, as to qual- 
ity and quantity. Arrivals included

TERRA ALBA.—Terra alba was 
more active, both fon spot and for- 
ward delivery. Movement in futures 


Several fair 
sized parcels for prompt delivery were 
called for at full prices, which were 
repeated at $15@25 per ton for Ameri- 
can, $18@25 for French, $25@40 for Ital- 
ian, as to quality and quantity. 

WHITING.—Withdrawals' on 
tract were again of liberal proportions, 
and considerable new business develop- 
ed, in which ;good sized quantities 
were contracted for over the next few 
months. Spot business constituted the 
principal trading, however, and con- 
siderable activity developed along this 
line. With this improvement in_ busi- 
ness there was a decidedly firmer tone

Manufacturers and dealers 
were satisfied with the amount of busi- 
ness transacted, feeling confident of 
further improvement as the spring ad- 
vances. There was no quotable change, 
but all varieties were firmly held at 
prevailing quotations. Receipts includ- 
ed nearly 100 cases and 50 bags. 

Varnish Gums, 


Importers and other holders of kauri 
gum were more satisfied with the situa- 


tion than for many weeks past, as 
there was a resumption of buying in- 
terest. Consumers who had remained 


out of the market entirely thus far this 
season made inquiries which resulted 
in sales. Only a few small spot lots 
were called for, but sellers were pleased 
with even this business. There were 
some inquiries also for forward de- 
liveries, and sales are looked for along 
this line. However, as most varnish 
makers have goods on hand still, there 
is not likely to be any material im- 
provement in future business until the 
gum has been worked off to some ex- 
tent. A continuance of strong condi- 
tions on the other side resulted in a 
repetition of firm prices on all grades 
in the local market. There was no 
abatement in the strong position of 
Batavia damar. Spot goods were none 
too plentiful and such stocks as were 
available were held in firm hands. 
Gum to arrive was again higher, fol- 
lowing a further advance in the pri- 
mary markets. The average increase 
was Ye. over previous figures. Goods 
were obtainable at 12%c. for fall de- 
livery, but for the most part 12\4%c. was 
asked for June-July shipment, due here 
September-October. The demand con- 
tinued good on spot, and several fair- 
sized quantities were taken up at full 
prices. A continued shortage in spot 
stocks may result in higher prices in a 
few weeks. Manilas were in better de- 


mand than recently. No round lots 
were called for, but a larger number 
of cases changed hands than at any 


time since the beginning of the sea- 

son. There was no quotable change, 

but holders were somewhat firmer in 

their views as to prices on all grades.

There are one or two points in your bill, 
however, to which LI would call your attention 
as offering a rather narrow restriction, and I 
will be very brief in the matter. 

Section 7 provides ‘‘that for the purpose of 
this act an article shall be deemed to be 
adulterated :— 

“‘In the case of paris green:—First, if it does 
not contain at least 55 per centum of arsenious 
oxide; second, if it contains arsenic in water 
soluble forms equivalent to more tham 3% per 
centum of arsenious oxide; third, if any sub- 
stance has been mixed or packed with it so 
as to reduce or lower or injuriously affect its 
quality or strength. 

“In the case of lead arsenate:—First, if it 
contains more than 50 per centum of water; 
second, if it contains arsenic in water soluble 
forms equivalent to more than 1 per centum 
of arsenious oxide; third, if any substance has 
been mixed or packed with it so as to reduce

to dry, afterwards grinding it to the condition 
of a coarse meal. The Norwegian product is 
generally distinguished from the American fish 
tertilizer by its higher percentage of phosphoric 
acid and lower, percentage of nitrogen. 
Recently the possibility of utilizing the dog- 
fish, which is proving so injurious to the 
fishery interests of the North Atlantic coast, 
for the manufacture of fertilizere, has been 
receiving considerable attention, especially by 
the Commissioners of Fisheries and Game of 
Massachusetts and the Department of Marine 
and Fisheries of Canada, and tactories, notably 
one in Nova Scotia and two others in New 
Brunswick, have been established for this pur- 
pose under the auspices of the latter depart- 
ment. Analyses by F. T. Shutt, of the Canada 
I'xperimental Farms, of the products of these 
factories show a nitrogen content varying from 
7.59 to 9.41 per cent, and phosphoric acid from 
2.04 to 6.49 per cent. The product is, therefore, 
of high value as regards nitrogen and phos- 
phoric acid contents. The samples examined, 
however, contained a very high percentage of 


oil (22.81 to 32.75 per cent.), which seriously 
detracts from the fertilizing value of the 
product. There seems to be no insurmountable 


difficulty in the way of converting the dogfish 
into a high-grade fertilizer comparing favorably 
with the best forms of fish fertilizer, provided 
the dogfish can be supplied in sufficient amount 
to keep the factories running on an economical 
basis. 

The foregoing statements, based upon a large 
amount of work by various experiment stations, 
make it plain that there is obtained from fish 
and fish waste a very valuable fertilizer, fur- 
nishing considerable percentages of both nitro- 


gen and phosphoric acid, the former in readily 
available form. Fish fertilizer is especially 
valuable as a carrier of nitrogen either for 


direct use or in the preparation of mixed fertil- 
izers. It should always be borne in mind that 
fish is deficient in potash and that in order to 
make a complete, well-balanced fertilizer it 
must be mixed with or used in combination 
with potash salte, and it is also improved by 
being reinforced with more soluble forms of 
phosphoric acid,

Like other organic manures, fish fertilizer is 
better suited to long-season crops than to short- 
eeason, early-maturing crops. Favorable con 
ditions for nitrification, which renders the nitro- 
gen available to crops, are necessary to the 
greatest efficiency of the fish fertilizers, as of 
other organic nitrogenous fertilizers. 

In experiments at the North Carolina Experi 
ment Station, W. A. Withers found that while 
the rate of nitrification varied widely with the 
character of the soil, fish fertilizer in certain 
cases nitrified more rapidly than sulphate of 
ammonia, dried blood, cottonseed meal and 
bone. A warm, porous soil well supplied with 
lime is especially suited to the rapid nitrifica 
tion of such manures as fish

China Wood Oil. 


China wood oil strengthened to such 
and extent during the past week that 
higher prices were quoted again on 
goods for spot and nearby delivery. 
This latest increase brings prices up 
to a point that was beyond the ex- 
pectations of importers a few weeks 
ago. Oil on spot is now held at 8e. 
generajly, but there are a few sellers 
who are unwilling to do business be- 
low S8&\4e. Goods nearby are corre- 
spondingly firm. There is little oil 
obtainable in any position this side of 
August, however. Nearly everything 
due here to the end of June has been 
disposed of, and such small quantities 
as are available during July and Aug- 
ust are held at 74c. There is little 
oil obtainable at that figure now. The 
principal factors in sending prices up- 
ward at this time are the increased 
demand and the firmer attitude of 
sellers in the primary markets. The 
latest cable advices report a further 
advance there of 5 per cent. over 
previous quotations. Offerings are 
limited also. A feature of the situa- 
tion that must result in a continued 
strong market and _ possibly higher 
prices is the shortage of steamers in 
the far East. As there are fewer 
vessels many additional ports have to 
be made by each boat, which means 
that oil due here now will not reach 
this market until June 15 or even 
June 50. With spot stocks practically ex- 
hausted and goods to arrive within 
the next few weeks pretty well taken 
up there is little material to meet an 
increased demand. The strength of 
the situation is therefore apparent.

The market was quiet and devoid of 
special interest last week. Demand is 


confined from the other side to spot 
and nearby deliveries. Prices are 
steady in the local market at the fig- 


ures quoted last week, of $29.25 to $29.75 
for prompt, and futures at from 5c. 
to $1 under, 

Cottonseed Oil. 


Quiet trading has been characteristic 
of the market during the entire week 
and the situation has presented a dull 
and uninteresting appearance. The 
large consumers, evidently, have 
enough goods on hand to supply imme- 
diate requirements and consequently 
there has been little inclination to start 
any active buying movement. Ever 
since the leading operators bid 35c. for 
the entire crop of crude oil, some two 
weeks ago, and failed to get it, the 
situation has been left to take care of 
itself and the market has dragged along 
from day to day without feature or im- 
portant change. There seems to be a 
waiting game between the leading re- 
finers and the crushers and at present 
neither one is anxious to force an issue. 
The balance of the crude oil crop is ex- 
ceedingly small and the mills appear 
determined to hold for higher prices. 
Only small sales of crude have been 
reported and most of these have been 
at 34%,@35c. As long as crude oil is 
held between 34 and 35c. there is little 


prospect of a decline in refined. There 
is absolutely no change in the strong 
position of the refined market and, if 


the consuming demand assumes active 
proportions, there will be a ready re- 
sponse in market values. Outside con- 
ditions have been rather mixed, lard has 
displayed an easier tendency while tal- 
low and greases have firmed up, but 
the continued dullness in all commodi- 
ties is very discouraging for higher 
prices. Local receipts have fallen to the 
lowest point this year, but the lack of 
demand for the real stuff on spot has 
only served to weaken the cash situa- 
tion and spot values are lower than 
the previous week. Foreign cables, al- 
though generally firm, indicate no 
marked activity and state, generally, 
that buyers are only covering immedi- 
ate requirements. Mail advices from 
Marseilles say in part that “holders of 
oil display no anxiety to dispose of their 
stuff and it is exceedingly difficult to 
find any resellers. It must not be for- 
gotten also that Marseilles has hardly 
bought any cottonseed oil over the sum- 
mer months. From May onwards it is 
not probable that there are more than 
8,000 barrels maximum due to arrive. 
The situation for cottonseed oil here is 
therefore very strong, and it is the 
general opinion that Marseilles will be 
considerable buyers sooner or later and 
will have to pay full prices. The recent 
rise in the States has been so sudden

OIL PAINT AND DRUG REPORTER 


Cecoanuat Oils, Etc. 

Cocoanut oils are a shade easier both 
for shipment and on spot; the situation 
during the past week proved rather 
interesting. Corn oil is firm, but un- 
changed. Olive oil proved featurelss 
and rapeseed oil dragged. Palm has 
been in heavier demand. Lard oil is 
lifeless and subject to widely divergent 
views between buyer and seller. The 
fish oils are generally dull and lacking 
in interest. Other items offer no news 
of importance, 

CEYLON OIL.—While the higher 
prices obtaining on tallow, lard, cotton- 
seed oil, etc., have been a sustaining 
influence on this commodity, the ex- 
cessive production of copra has proved 
more than an offset. Krom what in- 
formation we can gather the situation 
is decidedly favorable to a bear move- 


ment. January to March, ordinarily 
the lightest shipping months of the 
year, recorded copra shipments fully 


double those made in 1907, and whether 
warrantable or not there is neverthe- 


less a feeling in London that the ef- 
fect of these heavy arrivals will be 
easier prices. The London contingent 


contends that the prices of lard, tallow 


and kindred items are artificial, which 
is supported by their bids for ex- 
port of lard oil, fully 4c, to 5c. under 


the market. Firm offers of 5%c. April 
from London to the Western soap trade 
brought few replies and no orders, 
while, on the other hand, bids of 5c. 
for July-August from India found few 
takers in London or Colombo. Failure 


to dispose of their holdings in this 
country, it is thought, will force Eu- 
ropean speculators to sacrifice. This 


has already been the case with a little 
50-ton lot of Ceylon in London which 
has been offered in this market through 
at least three different § importers, 
showing unmistakable anxiety to sell. 
Spot is a shade easier at 6\4c., with 
slight interest apparent at this figure. 
COCHIN.—There is a freer disposi- 
tion to sell by dealers in this market, 
though the spot price has reflected no 
easier tendency as yet. One of the 
leading local sellers of Cochin concurs 
in the belief of others that all the 
uvailable supply for shipment before 
the monsoon was bought up and that 
300 tons of E. I. reported sold some 
time ago, which practically cleaned up 
all the available material, went into 
the hands of speculators instead of 
consumers. If this is the case present 
sales at 6%c. show the holders a loss. 
Weakness in straight Cochin is also 
attributed to the growing favor with 
soap makers of Freudenberg, white 
Ceylon, commonly called Freudenberg 
Cochin. Spot quotes at 8c.; middle May 
arrival, 74%c.; May, from Europe, 6%c., 
and August-October from India, 65%¢c. 
CORN OIL.—The inquiries coming 
into this market continue to be for 
small lots and offer little encourage- 
ment toward increased consumption. 
Prices have remained steady at re- 
cent levels, but hardly more than held 
with cottonseed oil, which recorded 
no further advance during the interval. 
Car lot shipments of corn oil are 
quoted at $4.80 per hundred pounds 
ang up to $4.85 for lesser quantities. 
OLIVE OIL.—The week ended has 
been exceptionally dull so far as new 
business is concerned. Few deliveries 
outside the regular contract consign- 
ments ‘have gone forward, and no 
really heavy quantities were taken. 
The London market is steady but 
featureless, and other foreign advices 
contain nothing of news interest. Ar- 
rivals at this port were lighter this 
week, with 400 bbls. of machine oil 
and 480 bbls. of foots for local ac- 
count. Yellow prime on the spot is 
named at 67@69c., with a shade better 
possible on round lots. Prime green 
foots quote at 6@6%4c., and ordinary 
fractionally easier, in a large way. 
PALM OIL—Heavy sales of palm 
oil have been concluded since our last 
report. The further advance of tallow 
and the strength of lard and kindred 
products, forced buyers into this mar- 
ket, with the result that considerable 
business was done in prime red at 
54c. spot and 5%@5%c. for Lagos. 
Dealers are firm in their views in con- 
sequence, anticipating a continued 
healthy demand. 


RAPESEED OIL.—Consumers show 
no inclination to contract over any 


lengthy period. Purchases outside of 
contract engagements are largely of 
jobbing proportions to cover current

Linseed Oil Law of Ohio Amended. 


An amendment to the linseed oil law 
of Ohio prescribing a chemical standard 
for “‘pure oil’’ was adopted by the Legis- 
lature of that State. The bill as amended 
reads as follows: 

“Section 1. That section 4200-46 of the Re 
vised Statutes of Ohio be and the same is here 
by amended so as to read as follows 





**(4200-46) Sec. 1. That no person, firm or 
corporation shall manufacture for sale, offer 
or expose for sale, in this State, any so-called 


‘raw flaxseed or linseed oil’ unless the same 
* * * is wholly obtained from the seeds of 
the flax plant and unless the same * * * 


fulfills all the requirements recognized by the 
latest revision of the United States Pharma- 
copc@ia official at the time of the sale in ques- 
tion, or any so-called * * * ‘boiled linseed 
oil unless the same shall have been * * * 
prepared by heating pure raw linseed oil to a 
temperature of 225 degrees Fahrenheit, and Iin- 
corporating not to exceed 4 per cent. by weight 
of drier And for the purpose of this act 
it shall also be deemed a violation hereof if 
boiled linseed oil does not conform to the fol- 
lowing requirements:—Iist. Its specific gravity 
at 60 degrees Fahrenheit must be not less than 
0.935 and not greater than 0.945. 2d, Its 
saponification value (Koettstorfer figure) must

Wood Alcohol Production. 
EXTENT OF THE INDUSTRY IN 
MANY—IMPORTS AND EXPORTS. 


Consul-General A, M. Thackara, of Ber- 
lin, in response to a New York inquiry, 
writes as follows in regard to the pro- 
duction of wood alcohol and its by-prod- 
ucts in Germany:— 

There are no statistics available which 
would indicate the exact production either 
of wood alcohol or its by-products, but a 
resident of Berlin, one of the largest re- 
finers of wood alcohol in Germany, states 
that the production of wood alcohol (100 
deg.) in Austria-Hungary and Germany 
may be estimated at about 6,500,000 kilos 
(14,330,000 pounds), but he cannot give the 
tigures for each country separately. The 
estimated production of acetate of lime is 
from 27,000 to 28,000 metric tons (metric 
ton equals 2,204.6 pounds), and about 110,- 
000 tons of charcoal are produced.

1907 were 5,543.3 metric tons, of which 
1,405.6 tons came from Austria-Hungary 
and 4,018.2 tons from the United States. 


The imports of crude acetone during the 
same period were 56.9 tons, most of which 
came from Austria-Hungary. The exports 
of crude wood spirits and acetone were 
1,013.6 tons, of which 499 tons went to 
France, 152.3 Great Britain, and

175.4 tons to Switzerland. 

The imports of refined 
were %7.4 tons, of which 
from Austria-Hungary. The exports of 
the refined product were 893.7 tons, of 
which France received 511.4 tons, Great 
Britain 110.6 tons, and Switzerland % 
tons. The exports of refined acetone were 
685.5 tons, of which 510 tons went to Great 
Britain and 52.3 tons to British India. The 
figures for the imports and exports of the 
by-products of the distillation of wood al- 
cohol cannot be given, as in the official 
customs statistics these products are 
grouped with a number of other articles.

Western Seed and Oil Market. 
Chicago, April 22, 1908. 

Strength in the seed market during the 
week was largely due to legitimate buying 
on the part of crushers. At no time was 
there any feverish demand for the seed, 
but the offerings that came out were 
rather readily absorbed, and the strength 
was aided a little by the covering of some 
small short interests. The chief demand 
now is for the cash seed, and this demand 
influences to a great degree the price for 
futures. Advances have been steady all 
week, the close of each session showing a 
slight advance over the close of the pre- 
It is not especially dif- 
a reason for this improve- 
ment in the market. Crushers that have 
not bought seed ahead for any great 
length of time find that they are rather 
short of supplies, hence the pressure on 
the cash seed at this time. It is some- 
thing that happens with more or less fre- 
quency every year at this particular sea-

son, and, being nothing out of the or- 
dinary, it probably will not excite the 
traders to such activity as to commit 


many of them to the extreme bullish posi- 
tion that few of them already have 
taken with the first show of a strong 
market. Looking ahead a little, the trade 
sees what they believe to be a smaller 
acreage for seed this spring. It is gen- 
erally believed that the farmers will not 
sow as freely as they did last year, but it 
must not be forgotten that this is merely 
conjecture, and that to bank upon this as 
an absolute, ascertained fact, which there 
is no gainsaying, is to run the risk of a 
financial and commercial disappointment 
later in the season. Everything seems to 
favor the notion that the farmer is not 
going to put the number of acres in seed 
that he did last fall. All things point to 
a more liberal acreage of other grains 
and cereals, but one must not overlook 
the fact that seed can be planted later 
than almost any other seed or grain that 
can be raised in the territory that will 
produce flax, and that if the farmers find 
that they are not going to realize so well 
on their other grains, market conditions 
having undergone a change, they can 
readily switch to_ flaxseed. Because of 
the fact that seed can be sown so late 
and stili produce a crop, it is one of the 
most uncertain crops to figure on before

the seed actually is in the ground and 
ready for the operation of nature. The

tember and October, 
bring with them some new seed, is there- 
fore based very largely on pure specula- 
tion, and the prices that are now being 
quoted for those options are little more 
than nominal. It is noted, however, that 
these quotations, while they are of a 
nominal character, are based largely on 
the price of cash and the nearby options. 
In other words, the difference in the price 
of May seed and the September delivery 
is about the difference that the carrying 
charge for the period from May to Sep- 
tember represents, 

The strength in the market this week 
has given rise to the expression on the 
part of some of the traders that prices are 
destined for stiil higher levels. With the 
betterment in seed they predict higher 
prices for oil, and then, the endless chain 
having once been set in motion, the bet- 
ter demand for oil would increase the de- 
mand for seed, and so on, ad infinitum. 
But there does not seem to be any sub- 
stantial reason for the assumption that 
the seed market is to become a crazy» 
runaway affair now more than there was 
for assuming that it would be such a 
market a few months ago. In fact, there 
is even less reason. The trade is coming 
to the end of a crop year. It is now 
largely settled how much seed there will 
be on the present crop. The great bulk 
of it has been marketed. The demand 
for oil has not been keen all winter; in 
fact, has been decidedly dull, and while 
just now there is a little more life to the 
trade the improvement is not so marked 
as to call for a rush of buyers into the 
seed market. At the most the spring de- 
mand for oil will be over within a few 
more weeks, and the industrial conditions 
do not promise any great activity during 


the summer,

which can hold out any hope of support 
from that quarter. The Indian crop is 
now ready to be marketed. Argentine 
looms up as prominently as ever with its 
bumper supply of seed, and while that 
country has already shipped more seed 
for the season than it had up to the same 
time last year it has much more still to 
ship, experts figuring that more than 50 
per cent. of the Argentine crop is still to 
be accounted for. And while there appears 
to be a shortage of stocks of seed on the 
other side available for immediate needs, 
it is figured that there will be more than 
enough in the future, thus effectually 
eliminating this country as a factor in 
the world’s seed market for the balance 
of the present season.

LINSEED OIL.—Following the advance 
that has been scored in the price of seed 
the market for oil has assumed a firmer 
tone, and the crushers have strength- 
ened their position so that the market for 
oil {s now on a better basis, and a more 
substantial one than it has been for some 
time. There is not heard the rumors of 
cutting and slashing of the price under 
the keen competition for business that 
there was a few weeks ago. Sellers feel 
that the oil is now worth the money 
whereas a short time ago they were un- 
decided, and while holding generally to 
a uniform price, they were content to 
make sales, even if they had to reduce 
prices, as compared with the price that a 
competitor was asking for the oil. There 
is still a reluctance on the part of the 
buyers to contract for oil, but deliveries 
on old contracts are now very good, and 
there is some little new business that is 
taken by crushers as a forerunner of bet- 
ter trade to come in the future. Spring 
is now an actual fact, and the paint in- 
terests are feeling that there is a stronger 
call for their products than there has been 
at any time since last fall. Giving due 
allowance to the changed conditions in 
the industrial and financial world from 
those which existed a year ago, the trade 
is generally of the opinion that there will 
be relatively as good a demand for oil as 
there was at this time last year The

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PETROLEUM MARKET. 


Saturday Noon, April 25, 1908. 

Reports from the Eastern fields in- 
dicate somewhat of a setback in de- 
velopment work, and dusters figure to 
an impressive extent in the results re- 
corded within the interval. Consider- 
able interest hus centered in West Vir- 
Zinia operations looking to the exten- 
sion ot old producin territory, but 
the efforts in this direction have, on 
th whole, be 1 of meagte encourage- 
ment. Two ventures of a ildeatting 
nature beyond — the ulready defined 
limits of Brooke county, one in advance 
of the Wellsburg development and the 
other with a viev i extending the pro- 
ducing area of the Holliday’s Cove pool, 
have ended in tailures. In the Follans- 
bee pool of th ume county another 
century well was brought in, and the 
earlier completions ire maintaining 
their creditable record. Shooting is oc- 
casionally indulged in to stimulate the 
output, and late gauges of the eight 
best producers in the pool showed an 
aggregate of 1,325 barrels per day. Con- 
siderable test work has been in prog- 


ress in Ritchie ounty, but results so 
far have not been especially promis- 
ing. Deep sand operations in Monon- 
galia county have brought more en- 
couraging returns, the best being the 
completion of a well in Battelle dis- 


1 


trict which yielded 210 barrels the first 
forty-eight hours. Two other producers 
of approximutely 50 barrels a day each 
were encountered in the Gordon forma- 
tion of the same district. In the high 


grade districts of Southeastern Ohio 
operators have been rewarded with 
some gratifying results, a recent com- 


pletion in the Clinton lime development 
of Fairfield county responding to agi- 
tation by producing 70 barrels the first 
sixteen hours. In the Caldwell district 
of Noble county a well was drilled 
showing for 100 barrels a day, and the 
Lewisville district of Washington 
county furnished what was said to be 
the best well in many months in one 
that was considered favorable for 25 
barrels a day. A summary of the 
week’s operations in West Virginia, 
Pennsylvania and Southeastern Ohio 
shows completions of 68 wells, of which 
24 were dry or gassers, with the new 
daily production of 1,061 barrels. For 
the previous week were recorded 75 
wells completed, 27 dry holes and a new 
daily production of 1,123 _ barrels. 
Operations in the Lima fields of North- 
western Ohio and Indiana are still re- 
tarded by litigation, and our corre- 
spondent writes that many of the old 
wells are being abandoned, but the fact 
that the larger portion of the material 
is left in the fields indicates that most 
of the cperators still have faith in the 
old territory. While the week’s record 
of completions in the Illinois field is 
not as favorable as that previously 
noted, 68 against 82, the new production 
for the current week presents a cred- 
itable showing, 4,545 barrels or 155 bar- 
rels in excess of the former total. The 
prospects for increasing activity in 
Illinois are more encouraging since the 
attempts to care for the congested pro- 
duction are promising of early success. 
Our correspondent writes that the lead- 
ing company in the field will have com- 
pleted its facilities probably by the 
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opening of June so that the accumu- 
luted stocks of crude will be cleared 
und new impetus given to develop- 
ment work. Slow progress is reported 
in ixentucky, but what may be the 
in a W-barrel producer in Wayne 
county.

Retined and Products, 

There was a substantial increase in 
the export movement in refined from 
the local port during the week, com- 
pensating to a large extent for the 
Waning demand for domestic account, 
Our record of clearances for the inter- 
val shows a total of 14,079,040 gallons, 
ot which 7,275,000 gallons were shipped 
in bulk. The aggregate for the pre- 
vious week was 10,087,595 gallons (5,- 
392,215 in bulk). Chartering for for- 
ward account has not been especially 
brisk, the only engagements reported 
being 85,000 cases for August-October 
shipment to Australia and 90,000 cases 
for May shipment to River Plate ports, 
New York loading, and 1,298 tons for 
prompt shipment to London, Philadel- 
phia loading. Government statistics 
record the exports from Eastern and 
Southern ports of illuminating oil dur- 
ing March as 85,521,722 gallons, against 
62,792,385 gallons for the same period 
last year. Totals for the nine months 
ending March were 695,088,846 gallons in 
1908 and 628,014,599 gallons in 1907. 
Values are well maintained on the basis 
of lately prevailing quotations. 
Advices to the Reporter note con- 
tinued weakness of the Baku market, 
With little prospect for an early check 
to the declining tendency, as a result 
of which buying for forward account is 
practically at a standstill. Crude and 
residuals are both quoted at a lower 
level, but kerosene for prompt delivery 
has not been affected. The situation 
at Batoum, however, presents a more 
favorable aspect, owing to increased 
shipments of case oil during the last 
fortnight. The London market is re- 
ported a trifle easier for American and

Russian Petroleum Market, 


During the week the quotations on the Baku 
market for crude petroleum and its products 
have again become weaker. There is little 
inguiry for spot business and still less for 


forward sales. The general opinion prevailing 
is that the market will continue weak for some 
time, and, as a consequence, buyers are hold- 
ing off from purchasing for forward delivery, 
confining themselves to spot business. 

Crude petroleum for prompt delivery has 
fallen a further copeck, and is now quoted at 
25% copecks per pood free on rail Baku. Re- 
siduals for prompt delivery have fallen % co- 
peck per pood to 26 copecks per pood free on 
rail Baku. Kerosene for prompt delivery re- 
mains unchanged at 31 copecks per pood free 
on rail Baku, 

At Batoum the shipments during the last 
fortnight have increased, with a consequent 
diminution in the stocks held there by the va- 
rious companies, As regards the case oil 
trade, the factory of Siderides is now working 


to its full capacity. Bnito’s case oil factory 
is still unopened, while that of Mantacheff is 
still working, though not to the full ca- 
pacity. 


The total production of the Baku fields for 
the first fifteen days of March amounted to 
16,820,606 poods, the quantity contributed by 
Bibi-Eybat being 4,826,534 poods. The pro- 
duction, for the first fifteen days shows a re- 
duction of 338,506 poods, compared with that 
for the first fifteen days of the previous month, 

The opening of the navigation of the Volga 
which should have taken place ere this, has so 
far been delayed by night frosts, causing the 
ice to remain, both on the river and out at 
sea.

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German feeders want is a bright yellow 
meal, containing 55 per cent. of proteid 
and fat combined, finely ground, and al- 
most entirely free from lint and hulls. 
No allowance is made for any excess of 
proteid and fat over the amount guaran- 
teed, but usually a margin of 1 or 2 per 
cent. deficiency is allowed without rejec- 
tion. It is stated that some mills often

STANDARD BRANDS—CONDITION OF ¢ 
GOES. 


One of the best methods of securing a 
foothold in this market for cottonseed 
meal is for manufacturers to establish a 
standard brand, give it a name, and al- 
ways keep that product, up to the stand- 
ard. A few of the American mills have 
already done this, and it is said that they 
can always get from 25c. to 37%c. per ton 
more than others for the same grade. 
Meal should, of course, be put up in good

sound bags, preferably new, and well 
sewed and distinctly marked. American 
manufacturers should bear in mind that 


every shipment is an advertisement either 
for or against their goods, according to 
the condition on delivery to consumer, 
They should follow their goods beyond 
their mill doors, as they are the heaviest 
losers in the end by the abuses that have 
crept into the business, and must neces- 
sarily be the gainers when these abuses 
are corrected, : 

The steamship Ilderton arrived from 
Galveston several days ago with a cargo 
of about 46,000 bags of cottonseed meal 
and has been discharging into lighters in 


the open river. The condition of the 
meal on arrival was good, though some 
bags noticed by the writer were badly 


sewed and the meal was spilling out. The 
stowing, however, was bad, and the dif- 
ferent marks were considerably mixed, 
as parts of several marks were seep 
stowed in three different parts of the ship. 
This caused an unnecessary delay and ex- 
pense, as all hands had to stop work until 
the lighter could be shifted and another 
lighter brought alongside. On account 
of this indiscriminate stowing of the dif- 
ferent lots and incorrect or incomplete 
stowage plans furnished by the American 
stevedores it is nearly always necessary 
for every receiver to have a lighter along- 
side the ship on the first day of discharg- 
ing or else pay a double lighterage fee. 

I counted twenty-seven lighters around 
this ship at one time, and was told that 
frequently as many as forty were waiting 
for goods. These lighters are free for a 
certain number of days, scone eae to ca- 
pacity; for instance, a lighter of fifty tons’ 
capacity is free for one day, and between 
fifty and one hundred tons is free for two 
days, and so on, one day more for each 
fifty tons’ capacity. When lighters are 
detained alongside steamer beyond the 
free days allowed by law a demurrage Is 
charged of 15 marks ($3.75) per day for a 
lighter of one hundred tons’ capacity, and 
3 marks (71.4 cents) per day more for each 
fifty tons additional capacity. I saw one 
lighter waiting for one hundred bales of 
cotton; it had been alongside six days 
and had received only forty-six bales, or 
twenty the first day, six the second, one 
the third, eight the fourth, eleven the 
fifth and one the sixth day. All this 
is an expense which the German buyers 
have to figure on, and it seems altogether 
unnecessary. One firm of receiving agents 
here is so interested in this matter that 
they are going to send a representative 
to America during the coming season to 
see if some remedy for this poor stowing 
cannot be found. 


USE OF HOOKS—WEIGHING 
PLING. 

In the hold of this ship, after noting all 
the faults of American origin, I saw the 
laborers using large steel hooks, larger 
than the ordinary cotton hook, and often 
tearing the bags. The attention of the 
first mate was called to this, who ordered 
them to put the hooks away, but no at- 
tention was paid to his order. It was also 
noticed that the spilled meal, instead of 
being picked up as the cargo was being 
unloaded and each receiver getting his 
share, was allowed to accumulate and 
gradually find its way to the bottom of 
the hold. Receivers who were diligent 
could, of course, get their share of this 
meal, but those who had gotten their 
barges loaded and away would hardly 
care to wait until the cargo was dis- 
charged, 

It is stated that it is the custom that 
weighing and sampling is done in the 
presence of representatives of both buyer 
and seller, but it was noticed particularly 
that the weighing was often done by one 
man who called out to another, who was 
under shelter. In one case the weighing 
was done by the tallyman of the ship, 
who cailed out to the others. The atten- 
tion of one of the brokers was called to 
this, and he must have had his receiver 
rectify this, for the next day two men 
could be seen at all the scales. One of the 
head men of a receiving firm said that 
frequently one man will do the weighing 
and only call on the other when there is a 
shortage, and in very cold weather they 
frequently take turns about at the scales, 
The bags are discharged and weighed 
with a double pope sling, six 75-kilo bags 
of ten 100-pound bags at a time. 

Sampling is about as loosely done as is 
the weigh ng. Only in two instances did 
I see sampling done by two men, and in 
one of these cases samples from two 
marks were put into the same bag. As an 
evidence of the careless methods in vogue 
thirty-six men, skippers, weighers, tally- 
men and quay foremen were convicted re- 
cently of stealing and disposing of stolen 
oods from the cargoes of ships discharg- 
ng here. This had been going on for 
some time before they were arrested, and 
according to the books of the firm dispos- 
ing of the stolen goods their receipts from 

1906, to May, 1907, were 40,000 

($9,520) and disbursements 30,000 

marks ($7,140). The price usually charged 

by this firm for linseed and cottonseed 
meal was about $1.43 per sack. 


TRADE IN LINTERS, 


The best grades of linters, of which 
very little has been coming to this mar- 
ket in the past two seasons, are used for 
making low-grade cloth, wadding, 
blankets and absorbent cotton, and the 
lower pretes for paper stock, guncotton 
and celluloid, There is considerable com-

plaint about the low grade of linters 
shipped from the United States during 
the last few seasons, so much so that it is 
difficult to sell in any quantity without an 
arbitration—in fact, it is stated that sev- 
eral buyers have adopted the policy of_ar- 
bitrating every purchase. What the Ger- 
man ccnsumer wants is an even running 
lot, free from dirt, trash and bolls, The 
best grades are always salable at fair 
prices, but in selling mixed lots the price 
is always based more nearly on the value 
of the lowest sample than on the average 
of the lot. Several of the largest buyers 
in Germany have agents in America, who 
travel through the cotton belt during the 
crushing season buying their require- 
ments, but if American manufacturers 
would grade their linters in even running 
lots it would soon be unnecessary for the 
Germans to go to this expense, 

There is now a large stock of linters in 
Hamburg, estimated between 20,000 and 
30,000 bales, the most of which are low 
grades. Recently a lot of 1,200 bales were 
put up at auction, but on account of the 
low bids only 400 bales were sold, and at 
prices ranging between 2c, and 3c. per 
pound. The following prices per 100 
pounds have been quoted by one of the 
brokers here:—Choice, $5.70; ‘“‘A,’’ $4.55; 
“B,” $3.05, and ‘‘C,”’ $2.25. Another firm 
quotes “good” at $5.75, ‘‘middling’’ at 
$4.15, “middling seconds’’ at $3.55 and “‘or- 
dinary” at $3. 

BROKERAGE AND CONTRACT FORMS. 

There are three or four associations of 
dealers and_brokers in Hamburg. ‘The 
Associated Dealers do not like to buy 
from brokers who sell to certain interior 
dealers, but it is said that the Brokers’ 
Association, recently formed, has secured 
the exemption of several of the best in- 
terior buyers, and they are all working 
along harmoniously at this time. 

A pro-forma contract for linters, from 
which will be seen the terms on which 
these goods are handled, is herewith pro- 


duced. The usual commission charged by 
brokers is from 1 per cent. up.

COTTONSEED OIL AND OIL-PRODUCING 
SEEDS. 

The total imports of cottonseed oil into 
Germany for the year 1907 were 52,770 
metric tons, of which 43,218 tons came 
from the United States. These figures 
show a falling off since 1906 of 3,818 tons 
and 3,346 tons, respectively, and a decrease 
as compared with 1905 of 5,794 tons and 
8,131 tons, respectively; thus it will be seen 
that the shipments from the United States 
show more than the total decrease since 


190%. The causes of this are numerous, 
viz: The relatively high price of Ameri- 
can cottonseed oil, the duty on edible 


cottonseed oil (32.97% per 220.4 pounds), the 
improved quality of English cottonseed 
oil, which is now being sold direct to the 
interior soap makers, whose 60 and % 
days’ paper is accepted by the English ex- 
porter, and last, but not least, the Ger- 
man oil mills have been experimenting 
with cottonseed for the last few years 
and the imports of cottonseed have ad- 
vanced from 12,334 tons in 1905 to 40,489 
tons in 1907. A certain brand of neutral 
cottonseed oil, made only in the United 
States, is much liked, and the oil mill 
people here are very anxious to learn the 
secret of making it. It is reported that a 
representative of a local oil mill will go 
to the United States soon with the view 
to buying American oil mill machinery 
and visiting American oil mills,

PRODUCTS OF AMERICAN CRUSHING 
MILLS AT A GERMAN PORT. 


Special Agent A. G. Perkins finds that 
as a distributing market for cottonseed 
products Bremen has lost ground for the 
past two seasons, but still has an ex- 
tensive trade, as he shows in the follow- 
ing report from there, dated February 

The loss of trade is probably on account 
of the strong competition from Hamburg, 
Rotterdam and Antwerp, but most likely 
on account of the transportation facilities 
as a large portion of the business handle 
by local dealers and agents is brought 
through these other ports, especially when 
destined for interior towns along the Elbe 
or Rhine. Another factor contributing to 


this condition has been the rebuilding and 
enlarging of the two oil mills at this place, 
both of which had burned down. These 
mills import cottonseed from Egypt and 
Brazil, and during the latter part of 1907 
a small quantity was imported from _ the 
United States. American cottonseed is 
said to arrive in a more or less damaged 
condition, which makes this business un- 
satisfactory. These mills also manufac- 
ture other oils and oilcakes from copra, 
peanuts and sesame seed, which is re- 
puted more profitable. 

During the year 197 the consumption of 
edible oils was much greater than the 
previous year, but on account of the high 
price and reported bad quality of cotton- 
seed oil, peanut and sesame oils were 
more largely consumed. The consump- 
tion of margarin and cocoa butter also 
increased. Kunerol, said to be made of 
cocoanut oil and manufactured by one of 
the local mills, is coming into favor as 
a cooking fat. This article is put up in 
small tin cans, weighing from one-quarter 
of a pound up, also in cakes wrapper in 
oiled paper with a neat red wrapper,

good demand here, and a larger business 
in these goods could be done with Bre- 
men dealers with more competition from 
the United States. It is stated that the 
bulk of the business is done through one 
firm in Hamburg which seems able to sell 
at lower prices than other importers.

Soap makers did not have a very pros- 
perous season last year, as on account 
of the high prices of raw materials they 
were forced to advance their prices for 
soaps, with the result that sales fell off 
materiaily. Cottonseed oil is much pre- 
ferred for soap making, but on account 
of the duty it is quite difficult to com- 
pete with other oils manufactured in Ger- 
many. Soap stock, or “black grease,’’ as 
it is called here, with about 9% per cent. 
fatty acid, could be sold here at present at 
34 marks per 100 kilos ($3.70 per 100 pounds) 
on the basis of 100 per cent. fatty acid. 


COTTONSEED MEAL DAMAGED BY SHIP- 
MENTS. 
At every European port I hear com- 
plaints of the packages, marking and 
sewing of bags containing cottonseed 
products, also the manner of stowing the 
cargoes, but have had the opportunity 
of seeing only one small lot here, on the 
steamship Glenmorag from New Orleans. 
The condition of this meal was very bad, 
though it was loaded on the bridge deck 
in a separate compartment, except for a 
layer of green lumber, which was put 
down to keep the meal off the floor, Every 
bag of this meal which was exposed to 
the sides or top of the ship and not cover- 
ed with matting, which is always furnish- 
ed the stevedores by the ship, was badly 
damaged by moisture, apparently caused 
by the green lumber steaming when shut 
up in this close compartment with the 
meal. The ship’s mate told me it was 
caused by the moisture in the meal, but 
the receiving agents, who represent the 
buyer, tell me that it is clearly the fault 
of the stevedore at New Orleans in load- 
ing cottonseed meal on green lumber. In 
this small lot there will be a loss by 
damage of about 10 tons, for which, the 
receiving agents told me, they would hold 
the ship responsible, as it was not proper- 
ly stowed and covered. Every one of 
these damaged bags was so nearly rotten 
fant it could not be handled without burst- 
ng. 
STATEMENT OF A BROKER. 
The following leter received from a 
steamship broker who handles a_ great 
deal of the cottonseed meal coming to 
this port, speaks for itself:— 
With reference to our recent interview, I was 
pleased to have been able to give you an oppor- 
tunity of inspecting cottonseed meal just land- 
ed from an English steamer discharging a 
cargo from New Orleans, and can only repeat 
that the shippers should take care to arrange 
for better bagging of such valuable cargoes, 
epscially in view of these cargoes being sub- 
ject to a certain wear and tear through re- 
peated handling, not only on your side, but 
also over here. As these parcels have to be 
transshipped by rail or lighters to interior 
points, special precautions should be taken to 
have bags of strong material, which should be 
properly sewed, and the marking should also 
be more distinct than has been the case so 
far. 
As specially pointed out to you, it frequently 
happens that the various parcels are mixed up 
in the steamers, which possibly cannot be 
helped at times of great pressure when many 
steamers are loading; but not speaking of the 
delay occasioned over here through assorting 
the bags according to the marks, extra ex- 
penses arise at the discharging ports, which 
are frequently disputed, and the receivers in 
our country are quite entitled to demand de- 
livery in complete lots as signed by the master 


in the bills of lading. You can, therefore, 
realize the importance of taking precautions 
that these parcels of meal are distinctly 
marked and separately stowed to avoid dis- 
putes, 

SHIPPING POINTERS—LINTER TRADE 


DULL. 


Too much care cannot be used by Ameri- 
can manufacturers in the marking and 
packing of cottonseed products for ex- 
port, and some system should be adopted 
at the ports to have each mark stowed 
together in the ship. Nearly every ocean 
bill of lading has the clause “not re- 
sponsible for insufficient or obliterated 
marks, brands, or numbers,”’ which is a 
loophole to relieve stevedores and ship 
agents from the responsibility of deliver- 
ing according to marks in the bills of 
lading. It must be borne in mind that 
during the winter season, when most of 
this meal is shipped, the days are very 








short in Northern Europe, and discharg- 
ing is often done by artificial light. With 
more difficulties put in the way of the 
discharging crew the reater are the 
chances for mixed deliveries, Bolted meal, 
with 55 per cent, protein and fat guaran- 
teed, which comes mostly from Texas, is 
the staple article here. There is an im- 
pression here that the lint and hulls in 
the low grades of cottonseed meal are 
not healthy for the cattle. Present mar-

Linters are handled in only a limited 


way by a few of the cotton dealers here, 
and the business is very unsatisfactory 
with all those to whom I have talked. 
It is claimed that the general character 
of linters has deteriorated badly in the 
past two seasons and that the buyers on 
this side almost invariably call for arbi- 
tration on every purchase, consequently 
the cotton firms do not care for the linter 
business. One firm stated that 100 bales 
of linters was more trouble to them than 
5,000 bales of cotton. The principal linter 
markets in Germany are Hamburg, Han- 
over, Stuttgart and Heidelburg, and it is 
said thta buyers at these towns usually 
have agents in the United States during 
the seed-crushing season. There is said 
to be a stock of about 20,000 bales of 
low-grade linters now at Hamburg, which 
have been a drug on the market for over 
a year. Good grades of linters can be 
disposed of without much trouble, but 
the majority of shipments are so inferior 
that cotton men do not care to bother 
with them.

The turpentine still of Dr. N. A. 
Friar, near Bickley, Ga., was partly 
destroyed by fire recently, incurring a 
loss of $1,000.

Testing Paint Materials by Gov- 


ernment 
FULT DESCRIPTION OF METHODS USED 
Bx GOVERNMENT IN TESTING PAINT 
MATERIALS—OF SPECIAL IN 
TEREST TO THE TRADE AT 
THIS TIME 
Washington, April 24, 1908. 


The paint trade in all its branches will 
doubtless be much interested in a com- 
pilation which has just been completed by 
the Bureau of Chemistry of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture embracing the tech- 
nical methods of testing paint materials 
of all kinds. The work which will be in- 
corporated in a bulletin soon to be 1s- 
sued has been done by Percy H. Walker, 
chief of the Contracts Laboratory of the 
Bureau of Chemistry, which examines 
sumples of all paints purchased by the 
various government departments. The 
compilation, however, has a much broad- 
er significance than a mere handbook of 
tests currently used in the purchase of 
materials, for it goes without saying that 
should an honest paint law be enacted the 
technical work connected with its execu- 
tion would fall to the Bureau of Chem- 
istry and the tests now employed would 
be those governing the work of enforcing 
the statute. Following is the text of the 
compilation as applied to linseed oil, 
spirits of turpentine, varnish, Japan drier, 
white and colored pigments and all other 
forms of paint material: 


The Contracts Laboratory of the Bureau 


of 
Chemistry is called upon to examine t great 
variety of articles purchased by the govern- 
ment. The character of the examinations made 


varies to such an extent that it is not pos- 
sible to outline any general methods which are 
not subject to more or bess variation according 
to the purpose for which the material is in 
tended, 

In this bulletin are assembled methods which 
have been found useful in a large number of 
cases. As a general rule these methods, while 
not original, have been compiled from a variety 
of sources and modifications introduced when 
necessary. No attempt has been made, there- 
fore, except in a tew cases, to refer to the 
original source. Acknowledgments, however, 
are due to the following authorities:—Lunge, 
Lewkowitsch, Rideal, Fernbach, Hall, Parry, 
Hurst, Low and many others. Nor has any 
attempt been made to give al! of the methods 
for the examination of any of the materials 
mentioned, but only those which have been 
found most useful in this laboratory. 

The methods are presented in this form be- 
cause of their inaccessibility at present—scat- 
tered as they are throughout chemical liter- 
ature—and because those selected from the 
mass of material on the subject have been 
tested in practice and found to be especially 
satisfactory. 








Paint Materials. 
LINSEED OIL. 
1. Specific Gravity. 

Determine with a pyknometer or spindle at 
15.6 deg. C. 

2. Viscosity. 

Use the Engler method, making the de- 
termination at 20 deg. C. 

3. Flash Point, Open Cup. 

Set a nickel crucible @ mm, in diameter at 
the top, 40 mm. in diameter at the bottom, and 
Ww mim. in height in a hole in the middle of a 
sheet of asbestos board 200 mm, square. ‘The 
bottom, of the crucible should project about 
mm. through the asbestos. Support the asbes- 
tos on a tripod and suspend a thermometer 
reading to 400 deg. C. in degrees in the center 
of the crucible, so that the lower end otf the 
thermometer is 10 mm, from the bottom of the 
crucible. Then pour in the oil until its level 





is 15 mm. below the top of the crucible. Place 
a Bunsen burner below the crucible and regu 
late the size of flame so that the thermometer 
rises 9 deg. a minute AS a test flame use an 
ordinary blowpipe attached to a gas tubs 
The flame should be about 6 mm, long Lx 


gin testing when the temperature of the oil 
reaches 220 deg. C., and test for every rise ot 
3 deg. In applying the test move the flame 
slowly across the entire width of the crucible 
immediately in front of the thermometer and 
10 mm, above the surface of the oil, The 
flash point is the lowest temperature at which 
the vapors above the oil flash and then go 
out. 
4. Fire Point. 


After noting the temperature at which the 
oil flashes continue the heating until the va 
pors catch fire and burn over the surface of 
the oil. The temperature at which this takes 
place is the fire point, In determining the 
flash point note the behavior of the oil. It 
should not foam or crack on heating. Foam- 
ing and cracking are frequently caused by the 
presence of water. 


6. Turbidity. 
Note whether the oil is perfectly clear Or not. 


6. Foots. 


Let a liter of the oil stand in a clear glass 
bottle for eight days, and then note the 
amount of residue formed. ‘The highest grades 
of oil show no turbidity or foots by this test. 
The claim is made that sometimes what would 
be called foots by the above method is due to 


the freezing out of fats of rather high melt- 
ing point. When a sufficient amount of the 
sample is available heat one portion to low 


deg. C, and set it aside for the determination 
of foots together with a sample just as it is 
received. 
7. Break. 
Heat 50 c.c. of the oil in a beaker to 300 


deg. C. Note whether the oil remains un- 
changed or ‘‘breaks,’’ that is, shows clots of 
a jelly-like consistency. Note also the odor 


of the oil after cooling, and by rubbing it on 
the hands; a small amount of fish oil may be 
detected in this way. 


8. Moisture. 


Heat about 5 grams of oil in an oven at 
105 deg. for 45 minutes; the loss in weight is 


considered as moisture. This determination 
is, of course, not exact, as there is some 
oxidation When more accurate determination 


is desired perform the whole operation in an 
atmosphere of hydrogen. 





9. Ash 
Burn about 20 grams of oil in a porcelain 
dish conduct the ashing at as low a tempera 
ture as possible The best oil muld) con 
tain only a trace of ash An amount as large 
as 0.2 per cent. would indicate an adulterated 
or boiled vil Examine the ash for lead, man- 


ganese and calcium. 


10. Drying on Glass. 


Coat glass plates 3 by 4 inches with the oils 
to be examined, expose to air and light, and 
note when the film ceases to be tacky. A good 
oil should dry to an elastic coherent film in 3 
days. Varying conditions of light, temperature 
and moisture have euch an influence on drying 
tests that for comparison of one linseed oil 
with others all samples must be run at the 
same time. 





11. Drying on Lead Monoxid.

SPIRITS OF TURPENTINE. 


1. Color, 


The best quality of spirits of turpentine 
hould be water white. 
2. Specific Gravity, 

Determine the specific gravity with a pyk- 
nometer or Westphal balance at 20° C, Pure 
gum turpentine should have a density be- 
tween 0.862 and 0.875. Wood turpentine may, 
however, range from 0.860 to 0.910 or even 
higher. 


3. Distillation, 

Connect a distilling flask of 150 c.c, capacity 
with a condenser having a thermometer, In- 
troduce 100 e.c, of turpentine and heat with 
a Bunsen burner. The boiling point should 
be about 156° C., and 95 per cent. should 
distill over between 153.5° and 165.5° C, 





4. Residue on Evaporation. 


Evaporate 10 grams on the steam bath; the 
residue should be less than 2 per cent, 


5. Refraction Index, 


Determine with a Zeiss direct reading 
refractometer at 20° C. The index of refrac- 
tion for gum turpentine should be from 1.4690 
to 1.4740; for wood turpentine, 1.4685 to 
1.5150, 


6. Action of Sulphuric Avid (Polymerization), 


Measure 6 c.c, of turpentine in a stoppered, 
thin-walled tube graduated to 0.1 c.c (car- 
bon tubes). Place the tube in cold water 
and pour in slowly a mixture of four parts 
of strong sulphuric acid and one part of 
fuming sulphurie acid. Add the acid slowly, 
and avoid an excessive rise in temperature. 
Shake the tube so as to mix the turpentine 
and the acid, add finally about 20 c.c. of the 
acid, stopper the tube, mix thoroughly, cool, 
allow to stand 30 minutes, and note the 
volume of unpolymerized oil that collects 
on top of the acid !ayer. Then let stand for 
eighteen hours and again note the volume. 
A pure turpentine should show less than 0.3 
c.c, unpolymerized at the end of thirty min- 
utes and less than 0.5 after eighteen hours, 


7. Spot Test. 


Place a drop on filter paper and allow it to 
dry at room temperature; it should leave no 
tain. 





8. Flash Point. 

Support a crucible, such as ie used in deter 
mining the flash point of linseed oil, in a vessel 
of water at 15 deg. to 20 deg. C.; the water 
should cover about two-thirds of the crucible 
Fill the crucible te within about 2 ¢.m. of the 
top with turpentine, insert a thermometer and 
heat the water bath slowly, 1 deg. per minute 
Regin at 327 deg. and test for the flash at each 
rise of Of deg The turpentine should not 
flash under 40.5 deg. C.

1. Insoluble Gums. 

Weigh 2 grams of the varnish into a weighed 
150 c.c. Erlenmeyer flask, add 2 ¢.c. of chloro 
form, and then 100 c.c. of 88 deg. B. gasoline; 
add the gasoline gradually, shaking constantly 
so as to avoid any precipitation, until 15 c.c. 
are added. Allow to stand over night in a 
cool place. The gume will adhere to the bot- 
tom and side of the Erlenmeyer flask; decant 





into a weighed beaker and wash with a little 
88 deg. gasoline. Dry for two hours at 105 
deg. C. and weigh as insoluble gums. 


2. Soluble Gums and Linoxyn. 


Evaporate the gasoline extract and dry the 
residue for 168 hours at 100 deg. to 105 deg. C., 
or to constant weight, and weigh. this treat- 
ment should convert ail linseed oil into linoxyn., 
Add 15 c.c, of chloroform and digest over night 
to dissolve the gume but not the linoxyn, Filter 
through a wad of absurbent cotton into a 


weighed beaker, evaporate the chloroiorm, dry

3. Acid Value. 


Determine the acid value in the usual way on 


10 grams of the varnish. Alter getting the

Determine the ash on 1U grams (in a porce- 
lain dish). Determine the reaction of ash with 
liumus paper; if alkaline, test for lime. It

5. Miscellaneous 
Volatile oils and metals are determined as in 
the analysis of the vehicle under mixed paints. 


It is not possible from euch an examination as 
has been deecribed to decide on the value of 


a varnish fur any particular purpose. An ex 
amination of the varnish ftilm should always be 
made, The film is best made by tlowing the 


varnish on glass, and films should be dried in 
both a horizontal and a vertical position at a 


uniform temperature, 38 deg © Note the time 
of setting, the appearance, the hardness and 
toughness of film. Other test may also be 


applied 
Japan Drier. 


The analysis of japan drier is conducted in 
the same way as that of varnish. The follow- 
ing specifications for japan drier for the Phil- 
adelphia and Reading Railroad are given in an 
article by Job on ‘*‘Practical Testing and Valu- 
ation of Japan’’ as follows: 

The material desired consists of a pure tur- 
pentine hardener and oil drier, conforming to 
the tollowing:— 

Ist. When equal parts by weight of the japan 
and of pure turpentine are thoroughly mixed 
and poured over a slab of glass, which is then 
placed nearly vertical at a temperature of 100 
degrees Fahrenheit, with a free access of air 
but not exposed to draft, the coating shall be 
hard and dry, neither brittle nor sticky, in not 
exceeding twelve minutes. 

2d. When thoroughly mixed with pure raw 
linseed oil at the ordinary temperature in pro- 
portions of 5 per cent. by weight of japan to 
95 per cent, by weight of raw linseed oil, no 
curdling shall result, nor any marked separa- 
tion or settling on standing. 

3d. When the above mixture is flowed over a 
slab of glass, which is then placed nearly 
vertical at a temperature of 100 degrees 
Fahrenheit, with tree access to air but not ex- 
posed to draft, the coating shall dry through- 
out, neither brittle nor sticky, in not exceed- 
ing two hours. 

4th. When five cubic centimeters of the 
japan are poured into 95 cubic centimeters of 
pure turpentine at the ordinary temperature, 
and thoroughly shaken, a clear solution shall 
result, without residue, on standing one hour. 

5th. After evaporation of the turpentine, the 
solid residue must be hard and tough, and 
must not ‘‘dust’’ when scratched with a knife, 

6th. Benzine or mineral oil of any kind will 
not be permitted, 

This with the following specification of the 
United States Navy Department will furnish a 
very good basis for an examination of japan 
drier: 

1. Japan drier must not flash below 105 deg. 
F. (open tester); must be of the best quality 
and made from pure kauri gum, pure linseed 
oil, pure spirits of turpentine, and lead man- 
ganese driers, and be free trom adulterants 
and all other foreign materials; must set to 
touch in from one-fourth to one hour, dry 
elastic in from 18 to 21 hours at a temperature 
otf 70 deg. F., and must not rub up or powder 
under friction by the finger. When mixed 
with pure raw linseed oil in the proportion of 
8 parts of oil to 1 part of drier must remain 
clear for two hours and set to touch in from 
6 to 7 hours at a temperature of 70 deg. F. 

Paints. 
STRENGTH TEST. 

The strength of pigments does not bear a 
very close relationship to the chemical com- 
position, hence a quantitative analysis does 
not necessarily give the information actually 
desired. For this reason the ‘‘strength test’’ 
is of great importance. A standard color is 
usually selected, but in case no standard is 
used all of a series of similar colors may be 
compared with one another. 

Weigh equal portions of the samples to be 
tested, and, if available, a standard sample; 
add to each equal portions of pure zinc oxid, 
the amount depending upon the character of 
the color tested (this may vary from 6 to 60 
times that of the color). Rub up each mixture 
on a glass plate or, better, a stone slab, until 
there is no change in shade on further rub- 
bing. Rate the samples in the order of their 
depth of tint. White pigments may be rated 
in a similar way by grinding up each with 
the same colored pigment, such as Venetian 
red. With yellows use chrome green or Prus- 
sian blue, instead of a white dilutant. Add 
the same number of drops of raw linseed oil 
to all samples in grinding for the strength 
test. 





White Pigments. 
1. WHITE LEAD. 


Pure white lead is basic carbonate of lead 
and should approach the following composi- 
tion:—2PbCO,Pb(OH)». It should be complete- 
ly soluble in acetic acid, Test for barium and 
calcium by the flame test. Use an iron wire, 
as platinum will be ruined by the lead, 

(a) Total Lead. 

Weigh one gram of the sample, moisten with 
water, dissolve in acetic acid, filter and wash, 
ignite and weigh the insoluble impurities. To 
the filtrate from the insoluble matter add 25 
c.c, of sulphuric acid (1:1), evaporate and heat 
until the acetic acid is driven off; cool, dilute 
to 200 c.c. with water, allow to stand for two 
hours, filter on a Gooch crucible, wash with 1 
per cent, sulphuric acid, ignite and weigh as 
lead sulpt Caleulate to total lead 
(PbSO, 0.6 Pb), or calculate to basic car- 
bonate of (white lead) by multiplying the 
weight of lead sulphate by 0.85258. 

The filtrate from the lead sulphate may be 
used to test for other metals, though white 
lead is only rarely adulterated with soluble 
substances; test, however, for zine, which may 
be present as zine oxid 

Instead of determining the total lead as sul- 
phate it may be determined as lead chromate 
by precipitating the hot acetic acid solution 
with potassium dichromate, filtering on a Gooch 
crucible, igniti at a low temperature and 
weighing as lead chromate. 











(b) Complete Analysis. 


When it is necessary to determine the exact 
composition of a pure white lead, heat 1 gram 
of the pigment in a porcelain boat in a current 
of dry, carbon-dioxid-free air, catching the 
water in sulphuric acid and calcium chlorid 
and the carbon dioxid in soda lime or potas 
sium hydroxid (1.27 specific gravity) By 
weighing the residue of lead monoxid in the 
boat all the factors for determining the total 
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composition are obtained. Figure the carbon 
dioxid to lead carbonate (PbCOs), calculate the 
lead monoxid corresponding to the lead car- 
bonate (PbCO,) and subtract from the total 
lead monoxid, calculate the remaining lead 
monoxid to lead hydroxid (Pb(OH) 9), calculate 
the water corresponding to lead hydroxid and 
subtract from the total water, the remainder 
being figured as moisture. 

This method assumes the absence of acetic 
acid. Thompson states that acetic acid varies 
from 0.05 per cent. in Dutch process white lead 
to 0.7 per cent. in some precipitated white 
leads It is then more accurate to determine 
the carbon dioxid by evolution; this is espe- 
cially the case when working with a lead ex- 
tracted from a paste in oil, as the lead soap 
and unextracted oil will cause a considerable 
error by the ignition method. In determining 
carbon dioxid by the evolution method, liberate 
the carbon dioxid with dilute nitric acid, have 
a reflux condenser next to the evolution flash 
ind dry the carbon dioxid with calcium chlorid 
peters absorbing it in the potassium hydroxid 
sulbs 

(ce) Acetic Acid. 


It is sometimes necessary to determine 
acetic acid. The Navy Department specifica- 
tions demand that white lead shall not con- 
tain “acetate in excess of fifteen one- 
dredths of 1 per cent, of glacial acetic acid.” 
Thompson's method is as follows: 

Eighteen grams of the dry white lead are 
placed in a 500 c.c. flask, this flask being ar- 
ranged for connection with a steam supply, 
and also with an ordinary Liebig condenser. 
To this white lead is added 40 c.c. of syrupy 
phosphoric acid, 18 grams of zinc dust, and 
about 50 c.c, of water. The flask containing 
the material is heated directly and distilled 
down to a small bulk. Then the steam is 
passed into the flask until it becomes about 
half full of condensed water, when the steam 
is shut off and the original flask heated di- 
rectly and distilled down to the same small 
bulk—this operation being conducted twice. 
The distillate is then transferred to a spe- 
cial flask and 1 ec.ec. of syrup phosphoric 
acid added to insure a slightly acid condi- 
tion. The flask is then heated and distilled 
down to a small bulk—say, 20 c.c. Steam 
is then passed through the flask until it 
contains about 200 c.c. of condensed water, 
when the steam is shut off and the flask 
heated directly. These operations of direct 
distillation and steam distillation are con- 
ducted until 10 c.c, of the distillate require 
but a drop of tenth-normal alkali to produce 
a change in the presence of phenolphthalein. 
Then the bulk of the distillate is titrated 
with tenth-normal sodium hydroxid, and the 
acetic acid calculated. It will be found very 
convenient in this titration, which amounts 
in some cases to 600-700 c.c., to titrate the 
distillate when it reaches 200 c.c. and so 
continue titrating every 200 c.c. as it distils 
over. 

If the white lead contains appreciable 
amounts of chlorin it is well to add some 
silver phosphate to the second distillation 
flask and not carry the distillation from this 
flask too far at any time. 
he method used by the chemists of the 
Navy Department is as follows: Weigh 2 
grams of white lead in an Erlenmeyer flask, 
add 75 ec.c. of 25 per cent. phosphoric acid, 
distill with steam to a 500 c.c. distillate, add 
to the distillate some milk of barium carbonate, 
bring to a boil, filter, keeping the solution 
at the boiling point (it is not necessary to 
wash), add an excess of sulphuric acid to the 
filtrate and determine the barium sulphate in 
the usual manner; subtract 53 milligrams 
from the weight of the barium sulphate and 
calculate the remainder as acetic acid 
(BaSO,x0.515=CH,COOH), The object of this 
rather indirect method is to avoid any error 
that might arise from fatty acids being car- 
ried over by the steam distillation. For 
white lead that has not been ground in oll, 
Thompson's method is to be preferred, 


2. LEAD ZINC WHITES. 


French zine is practically pure zinc oxid, 
being made from metallic zinc. American zinc 
is made by roasting zinc ores, and almost al- 
ways contains some lead. Sublimed lead is 
made by volatilizing galena, and as sphaler- 
ite is usually associated with the galena, it 
nearly always contains zinc oxid in addition 
to the basic sulphate of lead, Zinc lead is 
essentially lead sulphate and zinc oxid. 


(a) Moisture. 


Dry 2 grams for 2 hours at a temperature 
of 10 deg. C. 


(b) Soluble Sulphate, 


Boil 1 grain of the sample with 7 c.c. of 
water and 25 c.c. of alcohol, filter, wash with 
a mixture of alcohol and water (1:3), and 
determine sulphuric acid in the filtrate by 
the usual method of precipitation with 
barium chlorid. The soluble sulphate may be 
calculated to zinc sulphate. 


(c) Insoluble and Total Sulphate. 


Treat 1 gram in a 600 c.c. beaker with 10 
c.c. of water, 10 c.c. of strong hydrochloric 
acid, and S grams of ammonium chlorid, heat 
on a steam bath in a covered beaker for five 
minutes, add hot water to make about 400 c.c., 
boil for five minutes and filter to separate any 
insoluble material. (A pure color should be 
completely dissolved.) Wash with hot water, 
ignite and weigh the insoluble. To the boil- 
ing hot filtrate add slowly, with stirring, 20 
c.c. of a 10 per cent. barium chlorid solution; 
let stand for 2 hours on the steam bath, filter, 
wash, ignite and weigh as barium sulphate. 
Calculate the total sulphate (SO,), deduct 
from it the soluble sulphate (SO,), and figure 
the remainder as lead sulphate. 


(4) Lead and Zinc. 
(1) In the Absence of Other Metals. 


Dissolve 1 gram by boiling fifteen minutes 
with 250 c.c. of water and 20 c.c. of strong 
nitric acid, add 6 c.c. of sulphuric acid, evap- 
orate and heat until all of the nitric acid is 
driven off and copious fumes of sulphuric 
anhydrid begin to come off; cool, dilute, filter 
on a Gooch crucible, wash with 1 per cent. 
“uiphuric acid, ignite and weigh as lead 
sulphate. Deduct from this the lead sulphate 
obtained from the sulphate determination and 
figure the remainder to lead monoxid. BEvap- 
orate the filtrate from the lead sulphate to 100 
c.c., cool, add 5 grams of microcosmic salt 
dissolved in water, then add ammonium hy- 
droxide until the solution is just neutral (test 
with litmus paper). Then add drops of 
ammonium hydroxid and 1 c.c, of acetic acid, 
stir vigorously, heat on the steam bath for 
an hour (the precipitate should assume a crys- 
talline character and settle well at the'end of 
that time), filter on a Gooch crucible, wash 
with hot water, ignite at first at a very low 
heat and finally heat to redness, and weigh 
is zine pyrophosphate (ZneP,07), calculate to 
zine oxide (Zn.P.O;x0.53412=ZnO). Deduct 
the zine oxide present as‘ zine sulphate and 
report the remainder as zine oxide. 


(2) In the Presence of Other Metals. 


With a sample containing calcium or mag- 
nesium salts the lead should be precipitated 
as sulphid from hydrochloric acid solution, 
then dissolved in nitric acid and determined 
as sulphate. The filtrates from the lead sul- 
phid can be used to determine the zinc. If 
it is desired to make a gravimetric determina- 
tion of zine, boil off the hydrogen sulphid, add 
a little bromin water to oxidize any trace of 
iron, then add ammonium hydroxid in excess; 
only in rare cases will any iron appear here, 
but if it does, filter, redissolve and reprecip- 
itate. Manganese will be present only very 
rarely; if present, it can be precipitated by

Often 
holders shade the price of goods to in- 
duce buying, but even then the views 
of buyers are considerably below the

ness remains exceptionally slow. The 
open winter and seasonable spring 
weather has, at least, favored the 
building trades. Reports, especially 
from interior points, indicate that this 
trade is the most active of all forms 


of industry. The number of new build- 
ings under way is said to be as large 
as last year. The desire to place sav- 
ings in fixed investments and the lower 


prices of lumber are given as the 
impelling causes. The iron and steel 
industry is said to be running about 
fifty per cent. of normal, while other 
industries vary from twenty to forty 
per cent. Further gold exports have 


not affected the money market, and as 
long as the outward movement is held 
within reasonable bounds there is little 
prospects of higher rates. Reports 
from the grain and cotton belts have 
been favorable, but it is too early in 
the season to estimate crop conditions 
with any degree of accuracy. 

The market for time money has 
ruled steady. Rates at the close of the 
week were 2% per cent. for 90 days 
and 34.@3% per cent. for six months. 
Money on call at the Stock Exchange 
ranged from 1%@2 per cent., the clos- 
ing rate on Friday was 1% per cent.

Trading in the securities market has 
increased in volume, and prices in 
many instances have touched the high- 
est points since the break last fall. 
Many issues that have been neglected 
lately have come to life, and followed 
the trend of the general list. 

Advices from Boston state that th: 
directors of the American Glue Com- 
pany will meet this week to take ac- 
tion on the semi-annual dividend on the 
common stock.

OIL PAINT AND DRUG REPORTER 


The British Patent Law. 


AS IT AFFECTS FOREIGN MANUFAC- 
rURES IN THE UNITED KINGDOM. 
In the following report on the sections 


of the new British patent law, which com- 
pels foreign holders of patents in the 
United Kingdom to manufacture therein 
the products covered by such patents, 
Consul Frank W. Mahin, of Nottingham, 
illustrates the effect of the law in par- 
ticular manufactures by citing American 
shoe machines and German aniline col- 
ors: 
The in brief, that a 
foreign patentee must manufacture his 
invention in this country within three 
years after the date of the British patent 
if there be a demand for it, otherwise his 


new act provides, 


patent can be revoked. It is conceivable 
that the strict and broad application of 
this provision would shut out from the 
United Kingdom every foreign manufac- 
tured product which could be made, and 
which the British preferred should’ be 
made, in this country. 


Section 24 provides that any person in- 
terested may petition the Board of Trade, 
alleging that the reasonable requirements 
of the public have not been satisfied, and 
praying for the grant of a compulsory 
license or the revocation of the patent, 
If the parties do not come to an agree- 
ment themselves, and if satisfied that a 
prima facie case has been made out, ‘“‘the 
Kourd of Trade shall refer the petition to 
the court.”’ If the allegation is proved to 
the satisfaction of the court the patentee 
may be ordered to grant licenses on such 
terms us the court deems just, or if li- 
censes will not, in the court's opinion, 
satisfy the reasonable public requirements 
the patent may be revoked by order of the 
court. 

Another important section (38) makes 
unlawful any contract prohibiting or re- 
stricting the purchaser, lessee or licensee 
of a patented article or process from 
using any article of process supplied or 
owned by any person other than the sell- 
er, lessor or licensor or his nominees; or 
requiring the purchaser, lessee, or licensee 


to acquire from the seller, lessor or li- 
censor or his nominees any article not 
protected by the patent. 

How far the law will affect American 
manufactured products generally is yet 
conjecturable, and depends upon the 
wants and the disposition of the British 
people. 


GERMAN MANUFACTURES AFFECTED. 

A result not expected, it is said, by the 
promoters of the new law is now manifest. 
It is announced that two large German 
firms have bought land in Cheshire 
whereon to erect factories for the manu- 
facture of aniline. The manufacture of 
aniline and other dyes declined in Great 
Britain, it is stated, because Germans 
held the patents. Now the manufacture 
is to be resumed here, but by Germans 
who will, it is feared, use German work- 
men. Even the realization of this fear 
would not take away all benefit from the 
inevitably 


new factories, for they must 
use some British labor and products in 
building and operating and in the sus- 


tenance of their employes. It is reported

Consul Robert J. Thompson, of Hanover, 
makes the following report on kieselguhr, 
also called “‘shell flour,”’ “hill flour’ and 
“infusorial earth,"’ found in Germany and 
elsewhere in Europe, and which is com- 
posed of an accumulation of shells of 
diatomea, consisting of pure silicic acid:— 

This earth or clay is found in consider- 
able quantities in this consular district. 
It is a light, flourlike mass, gray, brown- 
ish or light green; feels dry and soft to 
the touch, crunches between the teeth, ab- 
sorbs water, cannot be melted or burned, 
and in ordinary temperature resists chem- 
ical action. Kieselguhr is found in layers 
in alluvial soil or in the vicinity of lignite 


deposits Large quantities exist in this 
district, especially near Huetzel, in the 
Lueneberger Heide, and also near Unter- 
luess in the same neighborhood. The 
kieselguhr extracted at Huetzel is dried 
only in the open air. It is whitish gray, 
white, black, green or blue, and when 
dried is used for various purposes. It is 
generally cleaned before being used. 
Kieselguhr, or infusorial earth, is also

and damp houses It is used for cleaning 
metal and glass, greasy receptacles and ma- 
chinery Likewise it is used for manufactur- 
ing porcelain, smalt and papier-mache, for 
glazing fayende plates, for destroying fungus, 
for filling material for walls, floors, vaults, 
fireproof safes, refrigerators, etc Artificial 
pumice and whet-stones are made from kiesel- 
guhr, also fireproof stones, Ifght tiles, light 
artificial marble.

ness in silicid acid and phosphate of lime, It 


served often in the earlier European wars, or 
during their progress as a foodstuff. 
There is very little machinery used in 


the preparation and treating of kieselguhr 
for the market, and such as may be pur- 
chased is of the simplest character. It is 
extracted from the earth like cohesive 
sand or clay, and then dried, generally in 
the open air. Reducing, mixing and clean- 
ing mills, similar to those employed for 
the manufacture of bricks, are used. 
These are really grinding machines, They 
are calculated for both a coarse and fine 
product; the coarser mixture being util- 
ized for artificial stone, slabs, mortar, pad- 
ding, ete., and the finer for artificial 
marble and working up in canvas, as- 
bestos and rope for wrapping pipes and 
wires for insulating purposes. 

The grinding machines referred to may 





be obtained from a German manufac- 
turer (whose illustrated catalogue is on 
file at the Bureau of Manufactures, from 


whom the address may also be obtained 
of the makers of a machine making 
kieselguhr twine and rope), 

Such special machines as may be used 
for drying and forming kieselguhr are 
necessarily simple. They are, however, 
the secrets and for the most part the in- 
ventions of the factories using them, and 
as these manufacturers are few in num- 
ber they have apparently found it ad- 
vantageous, at least such is their policy, 
to withhold their methods from the pub- 
lic and retain them solely for their own 
use. There are no technical books or 
publications on kieselguhr. 


DETAILS OF INDUSTRIAL HANDLING 
THE ARTICLE 


Consul-General Hugh Pitcairn, writing 
from Hamburg, submits further facts on 
the German infusorial earth industry as 
follows:— 

Kieselguhr is a very light, mealy sub- 
stance, consisting of 9) per cent. of silicic

acid, which is quarried in several parts 
of Germany, chiefly at Unterluess, in the 


Province of Hanover. The kieselguhr syn- 


dicate there consists of five pits. Besides, 
there are kieselguhr pits near Soltau, 


Hanover, along the upper Rhine, at Baut- 
zen, Saxony and near Giessen, Hessen. 

Kieselguhr is not mined, the pits from 
which it is quarried not being deeper than 
about fifty feet, 

The principal characteristics of kiesel- 
gubr, or infusorial earth, are the low 
specific weight it has, which is 0.250 to 
0.5, the high absorption—75 to &2 per 
cent., i. e., up to four times its own weight 

and its quality of being a very bad con- 
ductor of heat, making it one of the most 
reliable means of protection against radia- 
tion of heat. 

The mode of extraction of kieselguhr is 
similar to that of clay for the manufac- 
ture of bricks. The product is removed 
from the open pit by means of lowries; 
tis then spread upon benches or hillsides 
for the purpose of drying by air and sun. 

Artificial drying processes, by means of 
hot air, in rooms, cane or troughs, have 
not proved practical. Kieselguhr roasts 
easily, but must never be brought into 
touch with a flame, as it would soon cal- 
cinate. The drying of kieselguhr in ovens 
would not be profitable, and such process 
could never come into consideration in 
large kieselguhr concerns. Several proc- 
esses of drying kieselguhr by using me- 
chanical means—particularly in revolving 





drums, also with the American Cummer 
system—have been tried in Germany dur- 
ing the last twenty years, but have not 
proved satisfactory, and have therefore 


all been discarded, 

Kieselguhr has also been dried by means 
of hot air and exhausters, but this process 
is one applied only during wet weather, in 
exceptional cases, and with kieselguhr 
that had already been dried to a certain 
extent. This process, however, is not re- 
munerative, and can only be applied with 
the best quality of kieselguhr—washed 
for the manufacture of dynamite—and at 
a time when the market for kieselguhr is 
at a high level. 


EVAPORATING, CRUSHING AND GRIND- 
ING. 
It has to be taken into consideration 


that kieselguhr contains, as it is extract- 
ed, 70 to per cent. of water, which evap- 
orates very slowly. Air-dried kieselguhr 
still contains 15 to 25 per cent. of water. 


After having been dried kieselguhr is 
ground and packed in single or double 
sacks, During transportation special care 
must be taken to protect the product 


against moisture, 

For crushing mills there are four differ- 

ent_systems in use in Germany, with up 
to 7,500 revolutions per minute. A special 
system for such mills cannot be recom- 
mended, as the respective condition of the 
kieselguhr must be taken into considera- 
tion. For instance, American kieselguhr 
is considerably harder and more brittle 
than the famous Hanover kieselguhr. 
Canada kieselguhr has an entirely differ- 
ent structure, and must therefore be 
treated in another manner than Florida 
kieselguhr. 
_ The raw, ground kieselguhr is used as 
insulating material for boilers, engines, 
pipes, walls, stoves, ete., either raw or 
prepared, as composition, in bricks or 
plates. Kieselguhr is further used as fill- 
ing material for soap, sealing wax, paints 
and colors, polishing pomatum, and for 
the manufacture of dynamite, cosmetic 
powders and filters, also as filtering ma- 
terial in chemical factories, as no kiesel- 
guhr is absolutely inorganic. 

Kieselguhr is washed by simple me- 
chanical means in a tossing keeve, then 
deposited in large receptacles and’ dried 
in drying sheds. Finally it is pulverized, 


CALCINATION RESULTS 


SUBSTANCES. 
Hard, or so-called green, slaty kiesel- 
guhr is calcinated, not burnt. This nat- 


ural process is chiefly caused by the free 
phosphorous and sulphur contained there- 
in, as well as by organic substances, 
chiefly vegetable residuum. Therefore 
ovens are not required for the calcination 
of kieselguhr, which can be done in the 
air or in ordinary sheds protected 


open P 
against rain. Sane, to its respective 
chemical composition, kieselguhr calcin- 


ates red, pink, dark, light or white. 

Certain kinds of kieselguhr contain 10 
to 20 per cent. of sand in their natural 
raw state. These can be well used as in- 
sulating materials. For dynamite, cos- 
metic powders, filters and polishing ma- 
terials the sand must be carefully re- 
moved by washing. Special care must be 
taken for the removal of the fine quick- 
sand, 

Vegetable substances cannot be removed 
by washing, but only by the calcinating 
process. The more carefully this is done 
the higher will be the capacity of absorp- 
tion, particularly with the hard American 
kieselguhr, for which double draft of air 
must be used to effect thorough calcina- 


tion,

Amendment to Customs Adminis- 


trative Act, 
MEASURE REPORTED BY 
MEANS COMMITTEE 
PASSES THE HOUSE—NOT LIKELY, 
HOWEVER, TO BECOMB A LAW 
AT PRESENT SESSION. 
Washington, April 24, 1908. 
Readers of the Reporter will learn with 
regret that there is little prospect that the 


IMPORTANT

important bill providing for the amend- 
ment of the Customs Administrative act 
of June 10, 189, just reported from the 
Ways and Means Committee, will be 
enacted into law at the present session. 
It has been passed by the House, how- 


ever, and it is hoped that the Senate will 
act favorably upon it at the short session 


next winter. 

Half a score of measures proposing 
changes in the administrative statutes 
have been brought forward in Congress 


within the past two years, but both House 
and Senate leaders have been reluctant 
to take action on any of them in view of 
the fact that a comprehensive revision 
of the tariff has seemed to be imminent. 
The Ways and Means Committee has 
now decided, however, that a substitute 
bill covering the more important desired 
reforms in the administrative laws should 





be passed without further delay and the 
pending measure hus therefore been re- 
ported. The provisions of the new bill 
extend the time within which a protest 
against an assessment of duty may be 
filed from ten to fifteen days; authorize 
boards of three general appraisers to or- 
der rehearings in their discretion; permit 
appeals to be taken from the Board of 
General Appraisers direct to the Circuit 
Court of Appeals, thus eliminating re- 


views by the Circuit Courts; require both 


the importer and the Government to pre- 
sent all evidence to the Board of General 
Appraisers in the trial of the case before 


that tribunal; strengthen the tenure of the 
members of the Board of General Ap- 
praisers by forbidding their removal from 


office except for cause and after due 
inquiry; inerease the compensation of 
general appraisers from $7,000 to $8,000 
per annum and clothe the board with 
power to compel the attendance of wit- 
nesses and the production of papers and 


authorize it to punish witnesses refusing 


to testify. 

All importers will agree that the ex- 
tension of the time within which pro- 
tests against assessments of duty may 
be filed from ten to fifteen days is a 


step in the right direction; the only criti- 
cism of this feature of the bill will be 
that the period allowed is not long enough, 
The experience of the board demonstrates 


that the ten days’ period now permitted 
by law does not afford sufficient time for 
importers to consult their attorneys and 


brokers in reference to pending issues and 
tends to increase the number of frivolous 


protests which it is believed would not 
otherwise be prosecuted for decision, It 
is possible that before the bill is finally 


acted upon the protest iimitation may be 
increased to thirty days. 


The authorization to boards of three 
general appraisers to order rehearings is 
regarded as absolutely necessary in the 


interest of justice. Under the present 
law the decision of the several sub-boards 
are final as to all matters embraced with- 
in their jurisdiction, subjeet only to ap- 
peal to the Circuit Court, the full board 
having no power to correct mistakes oth- 





er than manifest clerical errors. The 
power to grant a rehearing is nothing 
more than the power to correct such 
errors as the sub-boards may have com- 
mitted, and it is believed that in many 
cases rebearings would promptly and sat- 
isfactoriiy determine issues which can 


now be setled only after costly litigation 
in appellate proceedings. 


Both the Board of General Appraisers 
and the Treasury Department have long 
advocated the provision of the new bill 
that appeals from the board shall be 
tuken directly to the Circuit Court of 
Appeals. It is a reform that would 


greatly expedite customs litigation, which 


is a consideration of great importance to 
the government, for delays in the United 
States courts cause a great number of 
protests to be suspended and the ad- 
justment of duties to be deferred Only 
cuestions of law would be carried to the 
Court of Appeals, and the findings of 
the board would be final on all ques- 
tions of fact. 

A sweeping and most desirable reform 
is contemplated in the requirement that 
the importer and the government shall 
both present all their evidence to the 
Board of General Appraisers in the first 
instance. Under the law as it now 
stands either party may introduce testi- 
mony after an appeal from the board 
has been taken, and make an entirely 
new case on evidence which has never 
heen presented to the attention of the 
board. Such supplemental testimony is 
now taken heforea a commissioner, over 
whom the board has no control and un- 


der whose procedure there is always op- 
portunity for procrastination The pro- 
change would also do much to in- 
crease the authority of the decisions of 
the board, which are now frequently 
overruled by the courts upon evidence 
never brought to the board's attention. 
Importers will unanimously approve the 


posed 


proposition to strengthen the tenure of 
members of the board. The act of 1890 
which created the board, was designed 
to take it entirely out of politics and to 
give its members life tenure during good 
behavior. On several occasions, however, 
members of the board have been sum- 
marily removed and in ae test cast 
brought by one general appraiser the 
United States Supreme Court has held 
that under the statute the President may 


remove members of the board without in- 


vestigation or the statement of any rea- 


son. Inasmuch as the board sits as a 
tribunal to adjudicate the rights of cit- 
izens on the one hand and the govern- 


ment on the other, it is believed that the 
tenure of its members should be fully as 
secure as that of the judges of the dis- 
trict and circuit courts. The additional 
measure of independence which this 
amendment would grant will also go far 
toward offsetting the handicap under 
Which the board now carries on its work 
in that its office organization and gen- 
eral rules of procedure are dictated by 
the Secretary of the Treasury. : 

The proposition that the board shall 
be given power to compel the attend- 
ance of witnesses and the production of 
papers and to punish for contempt has 
long been contended for by the board 
and is approved by the Treasury Depart- 
ment. While importers are not likely to 
be unanimous in advocating this change, 
it is a well known fact that at present 
the board is powerless to maintain order 
at its sittings and cannot compel the at- 
tendance of witnesses or the production 
of evidence, as it is unable to enforce 
such penalties as it may impose,

Small transactions have again em- 
phasized the sluggish character of the 
market, and judging by the number of 
sales reported there is no perceptible 
improvement in the consuming de- 
mand. There has little developed to 
stimulate new interest and trade con- 
ditions are exceedingly quiet. Season- 
able dullness is usually prevalent at 
this time of year and many brokers 
allude to the interval as “between sea- 
sons,”’ so the lack of animation at pres- 
ent may be due to some extent to nat- 
ural causes. Deliveries On contracts 
are not moving as freely as had been 
hoped for and in some instances it is 
stated that shipments have been prac- 
tically suspended. Buyers are only 
willing to cover immediate or nearby 
requirements and consequently there is 
an absence of large transactions. 
Heavy importations have formed ac- 
cumulations in some lines and goods 
have been offered at concessions with- 
out producing any influx of buying or- 
ders. White arsenic has ruled easier 
with sales reported at the lowest price 
since the latter part of 1905. Blue 
vitriol has continued in fair demand 
both for export and domestic require- 
ments, although the decline in copper 
metal has put a temporary damper on 
the upward tendency of the market. 
Bleach and sal ammoniac are both a 
shade easier, with no_ perceptible 
change in values. Oxalic acid is dull 
and about steady. Nitric acid is a 
shade lower with business very quiet. 
A detailed market report of the prin- 
cipal chemicals is indicated below, also

Heavy Chemicals, 
BICARBONATE OF SODA.—De- 


liveries on outstanding contracts are 
going forward in fair volume, but, aside 
from these, the demand is moderate 
and consumers are limiting their pur- 
chases to such lots as are needed for 
immediate use. Trade conditions ap- 
pear more settled and manufacturers’ 
views are steady on the basis of 1.15c. 
for bulk, 1.25c. for kegs f. 0. b. works, 
and an advance of .20c. all around for 
goods delivered in this section, less the 
usual discount terms. 
BLEACHING POWDER. — 
conditions continue inactive, with no 
perceptible improvement noted in the 
consuming demand. Importations 
from Liverpool and Antwerp have been 
liberal and the tone of the market re- 
mains easy, with prices unchanged at 


1.25c. for small quantities and car lots 
at 1.15@1.20c. and up for standard 
makes, according to seller and terms 
of sale. 

CAUSTIC SODA.—Local dealers re- 
port a dull and steady market with 


no developments or features to create 


new interest in the situation. Although 
regular contract deliveries are supply- 
ing the wants of the large consumers 
the movement is said to be far below 
the average. Goods are available on 
the basis of 1.75@1.80c. and .10c, higher 
for 60 per cent. f. 0, b. works, as to 
quantity and terms of sale. Powdered 
is quoted at 2%@3c., as to test, quan- 
tity and point of delivery. 

SALT CAKE.—The market shows no 
departure from the quiet state that has 
prevailed during the past few weeks. 
The undertone continues steady, but 
aside from regular contract deliveries 
there are no important transactions to 
note. Manufacturers maintain former 
views on the basis of .40@.42c., accord- 
ing to quantity and terms of sale, 

SAL SODA.—The fact that consum- 
ers are still buying moderate lots for 
current or nearby necessities leaves the 
situation about the same as last re- 
ported. Quiet conditions of large con- 
suming points have resulted in a 
smaller contract movement. Prices 
show no deviation from the old basis 
of .60c. and up f. o. b. for barrels, less 
the usual discount terms. Spot lots of 
concentrated are available on the basis 
of 1%c. and up, according to quan- 
tity, seller and terms of sale, 

SODA ASH.—While the aggregate 
volume of business is said to be far 
below the average for this season of 
year, the jobbing movement into con- 
suming channels is quite satisfactory 
and the tone of the general market 
continues steady. There is an absence 
of new features and comparatively 
quiet conditions prevail. Light 58 per 
cent. in bags is quoted at 77%c. in car 
lots, and less than car lots up to 92%c., 
on the basis of 48 per cent.

Aleohol in Medicinal Preparations. 


Three cases, in which the merchandise 
under protest was similar, were passed 
upon by the board, and tn each instance 
the claim for lower duty was overruled 
on the ground that the articles in ques- 
tion contained alcohol. 

The protestants were the Powers- 
Weightman-Rosengarten Co, and Matz & 


Cohen, who entered a claim against the 
duty assessed on “‘acetphenetidin,’’ and O, 
M. Krembs, who contended for a lower 
rate on “‘para-acetphenetidin,.’’ All three 
importers maintained that the goods were 
medicinal preparations, in the manufac- 
ture of which alcohol was not used, 

Duty was assessed at the rate of 55c. 
per pound under paragraph 67 of the tariff 


act of 1897 as medicinal preparations in 
the preparation of which alcohol was 
used. These articles were claimed to be 
dutiable under paragraph 68 at 25 per cent. 


ad valorem for the reason mentioned. 
The protestants cited the case of Merck 
vs. United States (147 Fed. Rep., 895; T. 


D. 27002). 

In this case, however, the court found 
pamaldehyde to be a medicinal prepara- 
tion in the preparation of which alcohol 
was not used, The case was therefore not 
considered as controlling. Aldehyde was 
held to be a by-product in the distillation 
of the mash from which alcohol is ob- 
tained, although the aldehyde could be 
made from alcohol. The evidence in the 
Merck case showed that the aldehyde and 
alcohol were both derived from the same 
source, 

In the cases under 
alcohol was used in the production of 
ethyl bromide, which is a necessary in- 
gredient in the manufacture of phenen- 
tidin. It was imperative that all the im- 
porters show that no alcohol was used in 
the preparation of the merchandise. They 
were afforded an opportunity to do so, but 
as they offered no evidence to substan- 
tiate their claims it was assumed that the 
goods contained alcohol or that alcohol 
was used in their preparation. The pro- 
tests were therefore overruled and the de- 
cisions of the collector affirmed. 


Paratfiin. 

Paraffin imported by F. A. Marsily & 
Co. was held by the importers to be en- 
titled to free entry, as the goods were 
produced in and exported from Belgium, 
which country does not impose duty on 
like products shipped thereto from the 
United States. 

On the authority of previous similar 
cases, in which the claim for free entry 
was sustained, the board ordered the re- 
liquidation of the entry in this case, and 
the protest was sustained accordingly.

German Toilet Water. 
HISTORY AND EXTENT OF THE 
TRY IN CITY OF COLOGNE. 
Vice-Consul Charles Lesimple, writing 
from Cologne, states that German manu- 
facturers are averse to giving information 
concerning the making of toilet water, 
but that he has secured the following:— 
The toilet water industry in Cologne 
was established in the beginning of the 
seventeenth century. At that time the 
city numbered about 50,000 inhabitants, 
while the present population is 450,000. 
Cologne gained pre-eminence in this in- 


dustry through the inventors of toilet 
water (Eau de Cologne). These were Paul

nun, who came to Cologne, where for 
many years they manufactured the Hau 
de Cologne, and so founded tite toilet- 
water industry of this city. This was be- 
gun on a small scale, with only few per- 
sons employed, whom they did not initiate 
into the secrets of the whole process, the 
last and most important mixture being 
made by the inventors themselves. Paul 
Feminis left the secret with the Farina 
family, while the nun_ bequeathed the 
secret to one Peter Schaeben, who had 
been her assistant for many vears. Both 
families still carry on the business and 
are the leading manufacturers. 

The importance of the industry is by no 
means great enovgh to make the city de- 
pendent upon it. There are about 30 
manufactories of Eau de Cologne in this 
city, 5 of them being of importance, They 
each employ on an average ten men, The 
wages paid to employes vary between $1.25 
and $2 per day, while the office men re- 
ceive salaries, according to their ability, 
ranging from $1,500 to $2,000. 

It is difficult to approximate the money 
invested in the business, but it may be 
stated that the outlay by the different 
firms varies from $10,000 to $200,000. The 
toilet-water industry is confined to the 
city of Cologne. The chief countries mak- 
ing purchases are England and its col- 
onies, Austria, Russia, ete,

Nothing has transpired to enliven the 
situation during the interval. The 
market has been less active than for 
some weeks previous, which led to not 
a little irregularity where transactions 
were closed. Buyers have been quick 
to take advantage of this prevailing 
dullness, and in many instances have 
contracted over short periods advan- 
tageously. The list is substantially 


unaltered. Albumen is quotably un- 
changed according to the list, but on 
an actual business basis sales are at- 
tended by considerable price cutting. 


Antimony salt has remained reasonably 
firm in the face of a light demand, 
and cochineal and cutch are more or 
less nominal. Dextrines are steady and 
gambier very dull. Arrivals of myro- 
bolanes continue heavy for extract 
manufacturing purposes. Sago flour is 
slow on spot, and sumac is figuratively 
the same, but in some quarters subject 
to higher views than quoted below. 
The quiet state of the tin market has 
allowed for no statistical change in the 


by products. Tartar emetic, turmeric, 
starch, ete., are featurless, but fairly 
uniform in price. 

ALBUMEN.—There have been few 


sales of import in the interval, and the 
same easy tendency resultant upon the 
large domestic supply was in evidence. 
Sharp competitive selling is still re- 
sponsible for what irregularity is ap- 
parent, and until some of the smaller 
holders are shaken out of the market 
will undoubtedly continue. Egg al- 
bumen is rather difficult to quote under 
the circumstances, but is nominally 
listed at 55@70c. depending on _ seller, 
quality and amount. Blood is held at 
20@28e. 

ANILINE OIL AND SALT.—Nothing 
has transpired to enliven the situation, 
the usual routine movement of contract 
deliveries occupying dealers’ attention. 
The volume of trade has not much 
exceeded that of recent weeks, and 
prices were undisturbed, at 10@10.10c. 
for sale and 114@12c. for oil, accord- 
ing to quantity. 

ANTIMONY SALT—Has_ been in 
moderate request, but no sales covering 
liberal quantities are recorded. Rates, 
however, remain practically unchanged, 
as supplies keep pace with the demand 
and the basic metal continues steady. 
Sellers are asking 17@18c. for 75 per 
cent., 154%@l6c. for 65 per cent. and 
13%.@15e. for 47 per cent. The latter 
is said to be somewhat scarce on the 
spot. 

BICHROMATES.—There is a mod- 
erate inquiry going on and steady sales 
of small lots, but the general tone of 
the market remains quiet. Potash is 
without quotable change, at 8%@9c. 
Soda is quoted on the basis last re- 
ported, at 74@7%c. 

BICHLORIDE OF TIN.—Bichloride 
remains quietly steady in tone, and 
no features of particular interest have 
developed. Contract withdrawals were 
the principal source of business, out- 
side of which sales were made on the 
basis of 9%@10c. for 50 degree, depend- 
ing on amount. 

COCHINEAL.—The usual light char- 
acter of trade has progressed during 
the interval, but the situation on the 
whole is devoid of feature. Prices can 
only be quoted in a nominal way at the 
last figures of 41@42c. for rosy black, 
13@44c. for black and 44@47c. for Tene- 
riffe silver. 

CUTCH.—There is no change to re- 
port in cutch. The demand though by 
no means good has been seasonably 
steady for such small quantities as 
consumers’ current requirements make 
necessary. Abroad there is a moderate 
business passing at recent currencies. 
The prices asking here are 44@b5c. for 
mat cutch, 4%@5't%4ec. for boxes and 7% 
@9%c. for slabs. 

DEXTRINES.—The dextrine market 
has continued languid and uninterest- 
ing. Though there is still a dearth of 
new business, consumers’ current re- 
quirements offer a large enough outlet 
to allow for full maintenance of values. 
Potato is firm, both for domestic at 
5@6e. and imported at 6@7c. Corn dex- 
trine is named at $3.24@3.40, according 
to package and amount, and British 
gum at $3.49@3.63. 

GAMBIER.—The local market con- 
tinues to drag, to-day’s close culminat- 
ing another dull period. The textile 
interests who absorb most of this ma- 
terial have displayed only the most 
passive interest in the forward posi- 
tions, and the anxiety of spot holders 
to liquidate has made for rather irreg- 
ular prices for prompt. Importers are 
apparently making no engagements for 
stock, only importing for nearby re- 
quirements, which has resulted in a

What at- 
tention is given the market practically 
all centers on synthetic, which com- 
mands 18@20c., according to quantity 
and terms of sale. Natural quotes as 
follows:—Bengal, low grade, 55@65c.; 
Bengal, medium, 6244@75c.; high, 774%4@ 
90c.; Kurpahs, 50@60c.; Guatemala, 35@ 
70c.; ManiJa, 45@50c.; Madras, 45@50c., 
and synthetic, 18@20c. 

MY ROBOLAMS.—There has not been 
a great deal of new business in this 
department during the past week, but 
both arrivals and deliveries on old 
contracts have moved steadily. The 
heavy receipts recorded since January 
1 were again materially increased by 
the arrival Monday, per steamer Ce- 
dric, from Liverpool, of 667 bags, and 
Tuesday, per steamer Minnehaha, from 
London, of 8,875 bags. The prices as 
quoted by dealers are more or less 
nominal on the former basis of $27@35 
per ton, Jepending on quality, quantity 
and terms of sale. No especial signifi- 
cance attaches to conditions in other 
markets, primary shipping points re- 
porting fair supplies, and a moderate 
demand at late currencies. 

NUTGALLS.—There is not much de- 
mand experienced for nutgalls, buyers 
still holding aloof, except for jobbing 
parcels. Values, however, remain un- 
altered, with sellers offering Chinas 
at 13@14ec. Sales of blue Aleppos are 
rather slow for even the smallest lots, 
but hold at 154@li7c., as previously 
quoted. 

PRUSSIATES.—The situation varies 
little fram that described last week, 
the movement being slow and quiet, 
and values quotably unaltered.

Corn starch, which most re- 
flects the attitude of buyers, seems to 
offer no encouragement of an early 
increase in demand, and is taken only 
as buyers’ immediate requirements dic- 
tate. The asking price for pearl per 
hundred pounds in car lots is $2.47 and 
up to $2.63 for small consignments. 
Other kinds are quoted at 3%@4c. for 
potato, 4%@5c. for wheat and 6%@7c. 
for rice. 

SUMAC.—Business has been more or 
less at a standstill on this item, and 
tanners manifest no interest in any of 
the forward positions. What material 
has recently come forward is under- 
stood to have been principally engaged 
for immediate consumption and con- 
tributes little additional to spot sup- 
plies. Arrivals comprised two lots of 
630 bags and 140 bags. Prices current 
are:—$71@72 for 29 per cent., $70@71 for 
28 per cent. and $69@70 for 27 per cent. 
London advices read as follows:— 

“The demand for spot parcels of Palermo 
continues somewhat restricted, but the quota- 
tion remains without alteration in the ab- 
sence of pressure to sell, and the values are 
repeated at 7s. to 13s. per cwt., according to 
quality.’’ 

TARTAR EMETIC.—General outside 
influences have not been favorable to 
any increase in demand, though the 
volume of trade previously experienced 
has diminished none. The prices quoted 
in our preceding issues are still the 
basis of such light sales as are con- 
cluded at 23%@25c. 

TIN CRYSTALS.—As already report- 
ed, the market displays considerable 
stability, though the demand both for 
the basic metal and tin crystals has 
for the past ten days been more than 
ordinarily quiet. For what is entering 
consuming channels outside of the reg- 
ular contract deliveries, 19%c. has been 
asked. 

TURMERIC.—Continues to havean idle 
market here, broken occasionally by a 
moderate sale at current rates. Some 
additional selling is reported out of 
primary markets for European account, 
and supplies in sight are described as 
under average for the season.

ZINC DUST.—The market for zinc 
dust is not very encouraging insofar 
as increased consumption is concerned, 
though prices are steadied by an even 
demand for small lots to cover present 
requirements.
